Mr, JoHN HOCKIN (managing director) in the chair, 


The notice convening the meeting was read. : 
The report of the directors (an abstract of which appeared in last 


week’s Journal) was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said: It has been our endeavour to make the re- 
port as full and comprehensive as possible, and it is on that account 
rather more lengthy than usual. The calamitous fire, which we all 
go much deplore, and the steps taken subsequently to meet the altered cireum- 
stances of the mines, occupy aconsiderablespace in thereport. The intelligence 
of the fire, as received on Jan. 14, I need hardly say gave the directors much 
pain and distress, their anxiety since has been very great, and their attention 
has been unremittingly directed to the consideration of the various steps to be 
taken, both for reducing the expenditure and for re-opening the Bahu and 
Cachoeira Mines. There is one circumstance connected with the fire which af- 
fords the directors some consolation—namely, the excellent conduct of all 
classes of the company’s employees, Europeans, Brazilians,and blacks. On this 
gad occasion all behaved most admirably, and presented the rare spectacle, in 
such a community, of perfect order under circumstances which, in too many 
similar cases, have given rise to lawlessness and misconduct. The people, led 
by the superintendent in person, laboured night and day continuously to extin- 
guish the fire, and many disinterested persons bear witness to the devotion of 
the leader and his followers. It was, therefore, with much satisfaction that the 
board addressed a letter of thanks to thesuperintendent and all classes under his 
orders, for their devotion to the company’s service under circumstances of extra- 
ordinary character, and where, had there been any hesitation on the partof the 
chief, further most calamitous results might have occurred. In regard to reducing 
the expenditure, it will be seen in the report that has been accomplished to the 
extent of about one-half. It is hoped ere long the produce would cover, if uot 
exceed, this expenditure, which, if accomplished, will be very satisfactory. The 
great point of importance and anxiety, however, is the re-opening the minesin 
depth. To this subject we have given most anxious and careful attention. We 
hoped at first that some means might have been devised for reaching the bot- 
tom of the mines by means of an iucline shaft at the western extremity of the 
old excavation, but after mature consideration of the reports from Morro 
Velho, and consultation with competent engineers on this side, we very much 
fear that this mode of reaching the lodes cannot be carried out. Vertical 
shafts, it must not be concealed, will take a considerable time to sink, but it 
is generally admitted they will be more secure, more durable, and will afford 
better means of drawing large quantities of ore at a moderate expense than 
any other. We, therefore, think that this work should be set about as soon 
as the engineer, whom the board hope shortly to engage, arrives on the spot, 
and, in consultation with those possessing local knowledge, concurs in the same, 
The time that it will take to sink these shafts will depend, to a very consider- 
able extent, on the hardness or otherwise of the strata to be passed through : at 
first it is hoped the progress wil! be rapid, and subsequently, if hard rock be 
encountered, it will be a question for consideration whether boring-machines 
may not come to our aid. The directors have personally examined some of these 
machines, and the reports of their progress in boring, and the improvements 
they have undergone to perfect them, and will not lose sight of this means of 
forwarding the work if it appear desirable. The all-important question of 
finance has next to be noticed, It will be seen that at present we are in ample 
funds. Ifour remittances comeforward as we hope and expect, we shall pro- 
bably remain so to the end of the year. The operations of 1867 are given in de- 
tail as usual in the report. The profit for the year up to the end of February, 
notwithstanding that the returns were suddenly arrested on Nov. 21, and that 
there has been a monthly loss since, exceeds the amount paid in dividends 
(4. 5s. per share) by about 20001., that amount having been carried to the re- 
serve fund in excess of the amount appearing to the debit of profit and loss. 
The yield of the mineral extracted from the mine previous to November was 
5°27 oits. per ton, realising nett about 39s. 4d., whilst the total cost of extraction 
and treating was only about 21s. per ton. The cost appears higher than the 
working cost by about 80002., the stores shipped and the duties and carriage 
paid on them being that amount in excess of the stores taken out of stock. I 
will now move that the report and balance-sheet be received and adopted. 

Mr. BONAMY PRICE seconded tbe resolution. 

Mr. SMITH noticed that the invested reserve fund amounted to 48,0001. He 
should like to ask what amount there was in cash in addition to the reserve 
fund ?——The CHAIRMAN said if the hon. proprietor would refer to page 27 of 
the report he would see that the amountin cash in London, after paying all lia- 
bilities up to Aug. 24, was about 30001. On July 4 they would probably receive 
about 70001. for gold, which would, of course, put them in a better position by 
that amount, They calculated that the following remittances would be about 
90007. each. They hoped toshow almost a similar financial statement at Christ- 
mas to that now submitted. 

Mr. SMrrH asked if the board were looking forward to a call being made ?—— 
The CHAIRMAN said that as there was a reserve fund of 48,0007., it was folly to 
talk about making a call. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked if there was any probability of a call being made for 
the next two or three years ?——The CHAIRMAN did not contemplate anything 
of the kind fortwo years. It was difficult tosee much beyond that. The meet- 
ing were not vet asked to give power to use the reserve fund. 

Mr. SPENCER HERAPATH (one of the auditors) said that Mr. Gordon had stated 
that he hoped to be able to meet the ordinary costs with the attainable revenue 
from the mines, so that the additional expenditure would be in connection with 
the sinking of the two shafts. The only questionable item in the reserve fund 
was that of the Newcastle property for 14,000/., which the Chairman had assured 
the auditors was a very good asset. 

Mr. ROGERS said the report had drawn attention to the fact that important 
reductions in the expenditure had been made on the other side at the suggestion 
of the directors, but he had not noticed a similar suggestion with regard to the 
expenditure in London. He would like to know what the directors and ma- 
naging director received as their remuneration ?——The CHAIRMAN said the 
ordinary remuneration of the directors was 8001, per annum—that is, exclusive 
of the extra remuneration to which they were entitled under the resolution 
passed on Jan. 12, 1807; the salary of the managing director was 6001. Of the 
year’s general expenditure this side, amounting to 33501., the sum of 8801. was 
for extra remuneration to the directors, which now ceased. 

Mr. LEVANCHY did not think the directors were legally entitled to that addi- 
tional remuneration. —~- The CHAIRMAN sald two dividends, amounting to 
96,2501., had been paid since that resolution was passed, and during the financial 
year ending May 31, 1867, two dividends, amounting to 93,5001., had been paid. 
As to the general expenditure, he might mention that since the last meeting the 
number of shareholders had increased from 450 to 620, and the work of the office 
had also very much increased. 

Mr. LEVANCHY asked if the directors had reduced their holding in the com- 
pany—that is, did they hold the same number of shares as at the last meeting ? 
n other words, had any member of the board reduced his holding to the quali- 
cation necessary to entitle him to retain his seat ?—Mr. BONAMY PRIOE (a di- 
rector) said he had reduced his holding to his qualification, but he did not do 
80 until after the information with regard to the fire had been communicated 
to the shareholders. He had merely exercised a right which he possessed as a 
shareholder, for he could not afford to hold so large an interest in such an ad- 
venture, and no person had a right even to ask such a question. ——A SHARBE- 
HOLDER said the directors were elected from among the largest shareholders, 
and they certainly were not expected to reduce their interest as soon as they 
were elected, and those who adopted that course should place their seats at the 
disposal of the meeting, so that those who had a larger stake in the company 
might be elected. : 

Mr. JAGO (one of the auditors) complained that when he was a candidate for 
a seat at the board Mr, Price was elected against him by the united efforts of 
the board ; and had the board not coalesced against him he would now be a di- 
rector. Under counsel’s advice he had applied at the office to be allowed to ex- 
amine the polling-sheet, but had been refused. Hehad been told that theCourt 
of Queen’s Bench would grant a mandamus quashing the election of Mr. Price, 
but he did not think there was a better way of exemplifying to the shareholders 
how all the affairs were conducted than to state that there was a gentleman in 
the room from Morro Velho who would give them some account of how the pro- 
ceedings were carried on out there. In the first place, he wished to ask whether 
each employee of the company before the engagement was entered upon was not 
required to sign an agreement as to their duties, and whether by that agreement 
they were not restricted from embarking in other business ?_ He presumed that 
Mr. Gordon was similarly restricted. —-The CHAIRMAN replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. JAGO wished to ask the board if they were aware that Mr. Gordon was 
working a mining property on his own account ?—-The CHAIRMAN said the 
board were aware that Mr. Gordon held shares in mines. 

Mr. JAGOsaid that Mr. Gordon, with four others, were working a private mine. 

A SHAREHOLDER wished to know why Mr. Jago had not communicated these 
things to the boavd ?—Mr. JaGo said he appeared to be unworthy of a reply, 
for when he asked for one he did not receive it. As tothe insinuation that he 
wanted to buy some shares, that he might at once dispel by stating that he had 
already quite enough. 

The CHAIRMAN said, with the exception of the director who had spoken, no 
other director had reduced his interest. —-Mr. LEVANCHY wished to put it to 
the board whether they would persist in retaining the 8801. additional remune- 
tion, when the unfortunate sharebolders could not possibly have any return for 
at least four years? He did not wish to use any hard expression towards the 
directors, because it would be offensive, but he trusted they would return that 
8801. ; and with that view he would move an amendment, that the report be re- 
ceived and adopted, excluding that 8801. 

Dr. ROBINSON seconded the amendment. 

Mr. JAGO then read the resolutions of which he had given notice, to the effect 
that steps be taken to investigate the cause of the fire and the efficiency of the 
working of the mines. He had submitted those resolutions because he felt con- 
vinced it would be satisfactory to the shareholders. 

Mr. SMI rH wished to know if the directors were fully satisfied with the con- 
duct of Mr. Gordon since the disastrous fire ?——The CHAIRMAN said he could 
hardly a words to sufficiently express his utter indignation of those charges 
which had been brought against Mr. Gordon by a dismissed officer. Mr. Gordon 
had the ent ire confidence of the board. He believed they could not possibly find 
a man equal to hin for such a position. Letters from perfectly disinterested 
persons spoke in the highest terms of him.—— A SHAREHOLDER sald that specific 
charges had been made against Mr. Gordon, and noreply had been made to them.

A SHAREHOLDER said if it took four years to sink the shafts the shareholders 


would have a long time to wait after that before dividends could be paid. 

The CHAIRMAN, iu reply to a remark as to the directors’ remuneration, said 
that, considering the liberality of the shareholders upon former occasions, he 
had no doubt, when the time came to consider the question of the remuneration 
of the directors, they would not be unmindful of the past. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired the size of the proposed shafts ?——The CHAIRMAN 
said when it was proposed to sink square shafts the size was put at 10ft., but the 
round shafts would be less in diameter. The saving in working the mine by 
means of vertical shafts would be very great, because they would get rid of the 
expense of keeping the large excavation in order. 

Mr. SMITH supposed if a fire were to occur in the vertical shafts that the mine 
would be scarcely damaged ?——The CHAIRMAN said he could not promise as to 
that, because he had recently heard of a case where a vertical shaft ina Spanish 
mine took fire and ran together, the result of which was that they were obliged to 
sink another shaft. 

Mr. BENHAM said it was not right tocomplain of Mr. Gordon after he had done 
his best to serve the company. After the letters referred to by the Chairman, 
he felt satisfied that Mr. Gordon was the right man in the right place; and they 
had a very able Chairman, who had been at the mines, and was familiar with 
their practical workings. 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to the amendment with regard to the return of the 
additional remuneration of the directors, stated that if it were carried it could 
have no legal effect. The board maintained that they took it because they had 
a legal right to it. As to Mr. Gordon, he might mention that since he had been 
superintendent—about nine years—there had been paid in profits 580,0001., 
whereas during the whole of the previous existence of the company—from 1842 
to 1859—the profits did not excced 467,0001, Subsequently to Mr. Gordon having 
gone there, the shareholders had received 44/, 10s, per (15/.) share; but some 
might say that when he went there the mine was opened out, and in good 
order. Wasitso? ‘The monthly returns of gold were 22,000 oits., but within 
six months after Mr. Gordon went there the monthly remittances were in- 
creased to 35,000 oits., and in the following year to 45,000 oits., at which rate 
the remittances had been kept up pretty well ever since, with the exception of 
the year of the accident. 

Mr. SMITH thought the amendment could not be put, for the directors were 
not to be blamed for the accident at the mine, and therefore they were not to be 
asked to refund the amount of remuneration they had legally taken. 


Mr. SIMPSON (the solicitor) had no hesitation in saying that the payment | 


to the directors was perfectly legal.——Mr. LEVANCHY said that under these 
circumstances he would, with the sanction of the seconder, withdraw the amend- 
ment. Dr. ROBINSON said it might be legal but it was not honourable, (Order.) 

Mr. LEVANCHY said they took their additional remuneration, although one 
of them had sold his shares. (Order, order.) 

Mr. PRICE (a director) explained that the statutes of the company required 
that each director should hold 30 shares. He held 30 shares, and no one hadany 
right to ask him any question further than that, and if they did so he should de- 
cline to answer them. When sucha calamity occurred, involving the destruc- 
tion of the mine, he was certainly justified in acting upon the information after 
it had become common tothe world. Ashe had already said, his fortune dld 
not allow him to hold more than his qualification in such an adventure, He 
might add that hesold at 327. those shares which cost him 551, 

The amendment being withdrawn, the resolution was put and carried, with 
four dissentients. 

Mr. Price was re-elected director, and Messrs. Jago and Spencer Herap ath 
were re-avpointed auditors. 

A resolution was passed to the effect ‘‘ That this meeting express their great 
confidence in Mr. Gordon, and wish to record their best thanks to him and to 
all the employees of the company, Europeans, natives, and blacks, for the exer- 
tions made by them in extinguishing the late calamitous fire at the mines.’”’ 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 








GENERAL MINING ASSOCIATION. 

The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the com- 
pany’s offices, Old Broad-street, on Thursday, 

Mr, A. C. BRIDGE in the chair. 

Mr. J. B. FoorD (the secretary) having read the notice convening 
the meeting, the minutes of the last were read and confirmed. 

The directors’ report was read, as follows :— 

In submitting to the proprietors a report of the operations of the association 
for the past year, the directors beg to refer to the circular letter addressed to 
the proprietors on Jan. 31 last, as giving the true explanation of the falling off 
in the demand for the coal, and the consequent reduction in the dividend usually 
paid at that period of the year. The directors much wish they could have stated 
that the winding-up of the year’s transactions had been more satisfactory ; but 
owing to a falling off in the sales of last year amounting to nearly 70,000 tons 
—and theconsequent increased cost in raising the coal—to the unavoidable heavy 
outlay for new works, both at the Albion and Sydney Mines, to the extent of 
46,078/., in the last three years, and tothe continued depression in every branch 
of trade in the United States, they regret to say that the sale of the produce of 
the mines has not proved so profitable asin former years, It will, however, be 
gratifying to the proprictors to learn that, as regards the new works at the 
mines, those at Sydney are very considerably advanced, and those at the Albion 
will be probably completed and in working order during the current year. It 
was very generally believed in the British Provinces andthe United States that 
a new reciprocity treaty would have been entered into, and thereby this exten- 
sive market for our coal restored. In this anticipation the directors have been 
disappointed ; nor can they venture to predict when such a measure is likely to 
be concluded, although it is known that great efforts are being made through- 
out the Northern States to bring about an arrangement so materially affecting 
their commercial interests. The directors, in connection with this subject, have 
brought under the notice of the Colonial Minister the important fact that whilst 
large quantities of American coal, chicfly from Pennsylvania and Ohio, are being 
imported into Canada, duty free, the Nova Scotia coal is only admitted into the 
United States subject to a duty of $144 perton ingold. The directors have also 
addressed memorials to the Senate, and the House of Commons of the Dominion 
of Canada, earnestly praying that the Government will adopt such measures as 
may be deemed expedient, in order to place the coal trade between the provinces 
and the United States on a fairer footing. The directors have likewise addressed 
Lord Stanley on the subject, and have the pleasure to state that, on receiving 
their appeal, his lordship promptly instructed Her Majesty’s Minister at Wash- 
ington to cali the attention of the United States Government to this important 
matter ; it is, therefore, tobe hoped that these combined efforts will ultimately 
lead to the removal of! the obstructions which at present check the demand for 
the coal of the association. 

The accounts of receipt and expenditure for the year endivg 3lst December, 
1867, duly audited, together with the gencral inventory of the stock and property 
of the association up to the same period, are open for the examination of the 
proprietors, whenever it may be convenient to them to call at the office. The 
nett profits for the past year amount to 13,376/. 14s. 11d., out of which a divi- 
dend of 7s. 6d. was paid to the proprictors in January last, which absorbed 
the sum of 10,3002. 17s. 6d. ; it will thus appear that the balance of profits will 
not admit of any further dividend being prudently declared this year. The 
directors deeply sympathise with the proprietors in their disappointment in 
not receiving a dividend on the present occasion ; at the same time, it is satis- 
factory to reflect, that this in all probability,is an exceptional instance, accounted 
for by the facts above stated; and that while during the last 21 years good 
dividends have been regularly paid, the property of theassociation has consider- 
ably increased in value, and the works and machinery have been maintained 
in complete efficiency. The proprietors will learn from the above statement, 
that although the trade of the association has not been exempt from the fluc- 
tuations attendant on all commercial operations, the inherent soundness of 
the concern remains unimpaired ; and that itis the opinion of the directors 
that the check to its prosperity is only temporary, and that at the next gene- 
ral meeting they have every hope to be able to announce a steady revival of 
the trade. The three directors and one auditor who vacate their seats by 
rotation are—Henry Boggs, Esq., Felix Ladbroke, Esq., and George Scovell, 
fisq., and James Rennie, Esq., as auditor. These gentlemen being, however. 
according to the provisions of the deed of settlement immediately eligible, are 
candidates for re-election. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, said that 
the directors regretted that they had not a more satisfactory report 
to present to the meeting. The company was strictly a trading concern, and, 
therefore, subject to all trade fluctuations. The abrogation of:-the reciprocal 
treaty between this country and the United States had struck the company 
hard, the sale of 70,000 tons of coal on hand at that time being lost. The direc- 
tors had done all in their power, having tnemorialised the two Houses of Repre- 
sentatives in Canada, the Foreign Office here, and Lord Stanley, as to the fact 
of coal from Nova Scotia being imported from the United States duty free, 
while that from Nova Scotia was subject to a duty of $144 per ton. From Lord 
Stanley they had recelved a very satisfactory rept: and by American papers to 
hand they found the matter had been laid before Mr. Thornton, the English Am- 
bassador to the United States, who had urged on the United States Government 
the renewal of the treaty, but he (the Chairman) thought there was but a small 
chance of this being done until after the election in the United States. With 
respect to the capital that was raised for the new works, the shareholders 
would remember that at that time they were but just begun. The Albion Mine 
is now down to the coal, and in that, as as well as in Sydney Mine, it was essen- 
tial that the shaft should be sunk. In the latter mine the sinking had been 
stopped until the pumps, which had been ordered by the advice of Mr. Forster, 
the eminent colliery engineer, reached the mine. The engine was on the spot 
ready for working. Regretting as they (the directors) did the present state of 
affairs, they see no reason to doubt the future of the property. Their present 
prospects were as good, if not better, than at the same period last year. 

The motion having been seconded, Mr. RUDING said that, outof no disrespect 
to the directors, holding, as he did, a very large interest, with several of his re- 
lations and friends, he felt bound to move an amendment that the meeting be 
adjourned for 14 days, to enable the directors to present a balance-sheet showing 
a profit and loss account for the past 12 months. The shareholders, in his (Mr. 
Ruding’s) opinion, were placed in a very awkward position, and, although the 
books were open for the inspection of shareholders, there were many residing in 
the country totally unable to avail themselves of the privilege. It was an almost 
exceptional case fur any public company in the City of London to go on from 
year to year without any statement of accounts being sent to the shareholders, 
As regarded the issue of the shares to raise the new capital, he should like to 
know why the price was fixed at 18/., the then market price being about 201. per 
shate; and he could not help thinking that the directors had not taken the 
shareholders into their confidence. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the new capital was raised to discharge the 
amount due to the bankers, and to provide for further development of the mines. 
With regard to publishing a balance-sheet, he (the Chairman) thought that it 
would be a most unwise thing to publish such a statement as would inform their 
fellow-traders in Nova Scotia how, when, to whom, and at what price they sold 





their produce. When the new issue was decided upon the directors had no idea, 
nor aby reason to suppose, that there would be any diminution in the dividend 


but the abrogation of the treaty had caused the present state of affairs. There 
was a strong, free trade party in the United States, and ere long he (the Chair- 
man) hoped that their influence would be felt. 

After a long discussion, the CHAIRMAN said that a balance-sheet for the past 
12 months should be prepared, and sent to each shareholder, and thatin future 
a balance-sheet and report should be sent out at least 10 days before every an- 
nual meeting.——-The amendment was withdrawn, and in reply to a Share- 
holder, Mr. WARRE stated that there was at the present time about 50,0001, 
due to the bankers, but against that amount they had about 135,000 tons of coal 
at bank; if it had not been for thy 70,000 tons which they had not been able to 
sell the account would have been very different, but it must be remembered that 
the bankers found the cash for working during the winter months, and looked 
to the sales during the summer months to repay them; there was more than 
sufficient coal at surface now for that purpose. 

The report was received and passed, and the retiring director re-elected. 

A cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the pro- 
ccedings.

Butas Capt. Northey was 
present to afford any additional information upon this and any other point upon 
which shareholders might desire information, be (the Chairman) would content 
himself with congratulating them upon the possession of a property which he 
believed would yield permauently remuuerative results. (llear, hear.) 

Mr. RITCHIE bad much pleasure in seconding the proposition for the adoption 
of the report and balance-sheet, and in doing so could but express his conviction 
that the shareholders were much indebted to the whole of the executive for the 
satisfactory way in which every detail was being carried out.

THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF IRELAND. 
NEW LAWS FOR SECURING THEIR PROFITABLE DEVELOPMENT. 


It is as generally acknowledged that more than ordinary mineral 
wealth exists in Ireland as that that wealth has hitherto been pro- 
ductive of comparatively little pecuniary advantage to those who 
possess it, and hence the question arises whether no steps could be 
taken to bring about a better state of things, and to raise mining to 
the first position amongst the national industries of Ireland. A series 


of very valuable suggestions for the attainment of this desirable 
object have been made by Mr. George Robinson, of St. Bees, Cum- 
berland, which all who desire the permanent welfare of Ireland may 
hope to see carried out. In the mining districts of Weardale, Allen- 
dale, &c., in England, many of the lead miners rent two or three fields, 
and not only derive therefrom some additional means of living, but 
also find the regular change of occupation salutary and pleasant, and 
Mr. Robinson would have the small tenant farmers in Ireland attain 
as nearly as possible the position of the industrious, orderly occupiers 
of the neat little cottages and holdings scattered over the pretty vales 
clustering around Alston Moor. He remarks that Nature has not only 
made the soil, or surface of the earth, to yield in return for man’s 
labour an infinite variety of productions ministering to his wants 
and luxuries, but has also accumulated in the subjacent rocks nume- 
rous valuable minerals, which contribute in no slight degree to the 
comforts and necessities of civilised existence; and as a chief basis 
of manufactures, of commerce, and consequently of national wealth 
and power, these subterranean products of many countries, and notably 
of England itself, are quite as important as those occurring at the 
surface. But it is obvious that both the practical skill and the me- 
chanical and other appliances required to develope mineral wealth 
are quite different from those employed in agricultural operations, 
and on this account, not less than from the natural diversity of posi- 
tion, the industrial management of the surface of a given area of land 
and that of the minerals beneath it are very often in different hands, 

The laws prevailing in many continental nations whereby the mine- 
rals are vested in the State are familiar to the readers of the Mining 
Journal, and that those laws work admirably and prove alike ad- 
vantageous to the nation and to the capitalists engaged in the de- 
velopment of mines is beyond question, and Mr, Robinson would, 
therefore, have a similar system introduced in Ireland. Formerly, 
as he says, the ownership of the minerals as well as of the soil was 
vested in-the Crown, as the universal lord paramount and general 
guardian of the public rights; but in granting manors to subjects 
on feudal tenures the right of working minerals seems to have been 
incidentally conveyed, though there are not wanting evidences of a 
certain reservation of mineral rights by the Crown, even in manors 
long enjoyed by powerful subjects. Moreover, the ancient mining 
laws of England, which in the Peak district of Derbyshire are in 
force to this day, and the origin of which is so remote as to have sug- 
gested the possibility of their dating from the time of the Roman oc- 
cupation of Britian, took the minerals entirely out of the control of 
the owner of the superficial freehold, and clearly regarded them as 
national property. Thus, the discoverer of a lead vein in that dis- 
trict can even now claim the right of working it without the permis- 
sion of the owner of the freehold, on complying with certain regu- 
lations, and paying certain tribute to the Crown, The same principle 
was also, until lately, recognised in the Forest of Dean; and traces 
of it may be observed in the comparatively liberal terms generally 
accorded to mining enterprise in the Royal Duchy of Cornwall. Now, 
in the case of Ireland, where unworked minerals exist to a very great 
extent, and where the occupations created by extracting and utilising 
them would furnish that general employment of the poorer peasantry 
which is the great want of the country, the virtual discouragement 
of mining by the retention of an injurious and complicated system 
of laws is certainly a great national evil. 

The evil of our present laws is, in Mr, Robinson’s opinion, lessened 
in England by powerful public opinion, and the commercial spirit 
of large landed proprietors; but hemaintains that even in England 
their operation is productive of evil, and traces the present depressed 
state of the English copper trade to the same source, observing that 
until recently England controlled the copper trade of the world, al- 
though her ores were poor and veins small as compared with those 
of many other countries. But when to these natural disadvantages 
were added eacessive royalty rents or lord’s dues, it can excite no 
wonder that English capitalists and miners began to turn their atten- 
tion to the richer and less burdened deposits in other parts of the 
world, The consequences have been, on the one hand, that numer- 
ous copper mines have been abandoned even in Cornwall, and that 
a large proportion of the mining population there have been reduced 
to the greatest distress ; while, on the other, by English capital, 
English skill, and English coal so large a quantity of copper is being 
extracted and smelted in a remote part of South America, that Chili 
is now actually superseding England as the chief market of this 
important metal. And there is every probability that similar causes 
will, at no distant day, produce similar results with regard to iron, 
lead, &c., unless every reasonable encouragement is given to mining 
enterprise at home. But it is impossible to read the Mining Journal, 
or to converse with persons engaged in this class of industrial pur- 
suits, without encountering numerous complaints of the harshness 
and injustice now experienced at the hands of lords of manors and 
their agents. It is to the objection which intelligent Englishmen 
have to dealing with this class of persons that Mr. Robinson traces 
the great and increasing temptation of British mining capitalists to 
explore the richer and, in a mining sense, more accessible deposits 
of foreign countries. Again,in some cases the ownership of the 
minerals under a limited area is divided among several persons, and 
it has been necessary to enter into more than 20 seperate agreements, 
with as many scattered individuals, before the right of searching for 
minerals under one small field could be legally acquired. In Ireland 
matters are in this respect still worse. For in those districts where 
tenant-right prevails, not only must permission to search for and 
work minerals be obtained from the lord of the manor—often an 
absentee, sometimes a mortgagor, and generally supremely ignorant 
of everything connected with minerals and their uses, and, like all 
ignorant persons, very apt to be narrow-minded and selfish—but the 
whole amount of the tenant-right for the ground intended to be the 
seat of mining operations must also be paid by the adventurer before 
he is allowed to determine for himself even the existence or non-ex- 
istence of any minerals worth working. 

It is needless to say that under such laws the mining industry of 
Ireland has never had fair play, and to give its people a chance of 
doing anything for themselves there those laws must be extensively 
modified. Nor is it necessary to have recourse to any revolutionary 
innovation for this purposes, it merely requires the restoration, for 
the benefit of Ireland, of the old English mining laws, and with them 
the restoration of the ancient rights of the Crown, and the still more 
ancient rights of the people. But in order that those laws may be 
applied to Ireland, it is necessary that the Crown shall previously 
buy up and acquire all existing manorial rights in that country, so 
far as they relate to minerals, and this Mr. Robinson regards as the 
basis of any effectual plan for securing Irish prosperity. A precedent 
exists in the case of the Isle of Man, where the Crown, in the last 
century, purchased all the manorial rights of the Duke of Athol, and 
where an extraordinary developmentof mining enterprise has followed 
the transference of the “royalty” of the island to the proper quarter. 
To present these views in a systematic form, it is suggested— 

1.—That the Crown obtain from Parliament the requisite powers to purchase 
all manorial and other rights to minerals, so that all the royalties in the island 
shall henceforth be vested in the Sovereign. 

2.—That for this purpose, and for superintending the future working of Irish 
minerals, a permanent Board of Commissioners be appointed, and have their 
office in Dublin. 

3.—That with regard to mines now in course of exploration, the value of each 
royalty be determined by the amount of the dues or rent actually received by 
the lord of the manor on an average of years, and that, where no mines are 


tent in any dues that may be received from minerals worked during the next 
—- years. 
4.—That all existing leases be respected, and on their expiration a prior op- 
tion of renewal on new conditions be given to those who held them. 

5.—That a new code of mining laws be at once prepared for Ireland, defining 
the conditions on which permission to search forand work minerals will here- 
after be granted by the Crown, and settling on an equitable basis, and ina spirit 
favourable to mining enterprise, all questions likely to arise between mining 
lessees and the owners and occupiers of the soil. 


With regard to the soil or agricultural land of Ireland, it is pro- 
posed that any lands offered by the proprietors, and also all tenant- 
rights therein, shall be purchased in the name of the Crown; theland 
re-sold in suitable lots, with an absolute parliamentary title; and that 
a new code of laws, regulating all future relations between landlord 
and tenant, as also between the owners and occupiers of land and the 
lessees of mines, and generally embracing all questions connected 
with the land, be prepared, and its reception and future enforcement 
in the case of each property so re-sold shall be one of the conditions 
of such re-sale, 

In the re-sale of each estate, Mr. Robinson considers that a prior 
option of purchase should be given as far as practicable to the pre- 
sent tenants, and especially to those possessing a tenant-right in the 
same properties, and he considers that by some such arrangement it 
will be possible for the undeveloped mineral resources of Ireland to 
furnish that supplemental occupation for the poorer tenantry which 
is the true key to the solution of the land difficulty, while the com- 
pulsory purchase by the Crown of the mineral properties in Ireland, 
with the view of stimulating mining industry, and a gradual and 
voluntary application to the soil of a newcode of laws, simultaneously 
with a new distribution of the land, would, if he mistakes not, afford 
some prospect of a reaction upon the thoughts, and hopes, and ener- 
gies of the Irish people. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


Business in warrants has been active in France; at the same time, 
the variations in prices are so considerable that it is difficult to esta- 
blish quotations with any degree of accuracy. It appears that the 
Creusot works have supplied a small quantity of rails to the Gisors 
and Pont de l’Arche line, at 7/7. 12s, per ton, delivered on the spot. 
The Bully-Grenay (Pas-de-Calais) Colliery Company is paying a cou- 
pon for the first half of the exercise 1868-9 at the rate of 10s. per sixth share. 
The Graissessac Four United Mines Company will pay, June 30, a dividend at 
the rate of 8s, per share. Meetings are announced as follows :—Anderlues Col- 
liery Company, June 30, at Douai ; Graissessac (Western Basin) Coal Mines Com- 
pany, June 30, at Paris ; and St. Chamond Collieries Company, July 14, at Paris, 

A slight improvementis noted at Essen in the tone of the bar-iron 
market, orders having become more abundant. Some animation has 
been communicated to the market for rails by the receipt of some 
rather important orders. The administration of the North Hessian, 
at Cassel, has ordered 950 tons of rails and 77 tons of accessories. The adminis- 
tration of the Rhenish Railway is having 4400 tons of rails manufactured on 
the Hartwich system for the Neuss and Duren line. The administration of the 
Upper Hessian, at Giessen, has ordered 12,000 tons of rails. The Leipzig and 
Dresden Railway Company has ordered 1200 tons of railsfrom Messrs. Falkenroth, 
Kocher, and Co., of Haspe, and the Phoenix Company of Laar, near Ruhrort. 
The administration of the Murgthal and Gernsbach Railway Company (Baden) 
is having made 970 tons-of rails, besides 34 tons of steel rails and accessories, 
Finally, the administration of the Westphalian Railway has concluded a con- 
tract for 500 tons of rails, and the administration of the Berlin, Potsdam, and 
Magdeburg Railway one for 11,594 tons. These orders foot up altogether to 
about 32,000 tons of rails. A reduction made in the import duties charged on 
rough iron has led to a sensible fall in the price of pig, and there does not appear 
to be any immediate prospect of an improvement in the article. The Arenberg 
Mines and Ironworks Company, at Essen, will pay, July 1, a dividend on its 
shares for 1867 at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum, 

The Havre copper market has presented a certain feebleness, and 
notwithstanding the concessions made by sellers, purchasers show 
little readiness to do business at present prices. For July and August 
Chilian in bars has been dealt in at 767. to 767. 10s., prices closing 
with a feeble tendency; 20 tons of disposable made 751. 12s. per ton, Paris con- 
ditions. The Paris market has presented little animation, although prices have 
been in favour of purchasers; Chilian in bars has made 751. to 751. 10s. ; ditto 
in ingots, 791.; and Corocoro mineral, 781. per ton. At Marseilles, the article 
remains somewhat neglected, at previous rates. The German markets have not 
presented much animation ; setting aside the purchases necessitated by the daily 
requirements of consumption, affairs have presented little importance, and prices 
have experienced in consequence only trifling variations. Since the publication 
of a notice from the Dutch Society of Commerce to the effect that it would re- 
ceive offers for 40,489 ingots withdrawn from the public sale held in March, a 
certain hesitation has prevailed on the Dutch market. Holders rather desirous 
of realising have had to contend against a slight reluctance on the part of pur- 
chasers to conclude transactions, and a downward movement has accordingly 
resulted, which has sent Banca down to 54% fl., and then to 54% fl. This last 
price has been obtained with some difficulty for a lot of 1000 ingots of disposable, 
while at the same time 500 ingots, to be delivered at the autumn sale, were ceded 
at 5434 fl, In presence of this movement it will be rather curious to observe the 
next step on the part of the Society of Commerce, which announced that it would 
not accept offers helow 55 fl. percwt. Affairs have been quiet, but prices have been 
sustained without change on the Berlin, Cologne, Hamburg, and Stettin markets. 
There has not been any very great amount of activity on the French markets, 
and the transactions which have taken place have been of secondary import- 
ance. At Paris, Banca has made 98/.; Straits, 96/.; and English, 967. per ton, 
At Marseilles, Banca has made 961. ; and English, in sheets, 1007. perton. There 
isno important modification to note in the tone of the lead markets; the demand 
is comparatively limited, and buyers only conclude sufficient purchases to meet 
current wants. Zinc maintains its ground on the regulating markcts, without, 
however, provoking a very active movement of affairs. On the Breslau and 
Hamburg markets transactions have been almost nil; nevertheless, and not- 
withstanding the absence of demand, holders have maintained prices with some 
firmness at their former level. There has been little movement on the Paris 
market ; prices have been established by continuation at 201. 16s. for rough Sile- 
sian, and 201, 12s. per ton for zinc from other sources. The direction of the Vieille- 
Montagne Company has given notice that in consequence of modifications intro- 
duced into its tariffs for rolled zinc, prices are fixed at 261. per ton. 

The Stolbergand Westphalian Zinc and Lead Mines and Foundries 
Company has presented a lengthened report on its operations during 
1867. It appears that last year resulted in a profit distributed among 
the shareholders of 292,419 thalers, as compared with 370,911 thalers 
in 1866, 331,665 thalers in 1865, 292,449 thalers in 1864, 267,891 thalers in 1863, 
and 253,365 thalers in 1862. Including 1,009,483 thalers distributed among the 
shareholders in the seven years ending 1861 inclusive, the total profits received 
by the proprietors to the close of 1867 amounted to 2,818,155 thalers. In the 
same period a reserve had been accumulated to the extent of 331,222 thalers, 
while redemptions had been effected also to the extent of 821,712 thalers. The 
extraction effected from the James Grube Colliery last year was 841,369 scheffels 
(a scheffel is as nearly as possible an English cwt.), as compared with 915,126 
scheffels in 1866, 996,420 scheffels in 1865, 1,082,775 scheffels in 1864, 965,476 schef- 
fels in 1858, 688,830 scheffels in 1862, and 820,853 scheffels in 1861. The average 
cost price per ton of the coal extracted last year was higher than in any pre- 
vious year since 1862. The production of lead minerals at the Diepenlinchen 
Mine last year was 2586 tons, as compared with 2365 tons in 1866, 2328 tons in 
1865, 2610 tons in 1864, 2873 tons in 1863, 2776 tons in 1862, and 2006 tons in 1861. 
The production of zinc minerals at the same mine was 2827 tons in 1867, as com- 
pared with 2176 tons in 1866, 3371 tons in 1865, 3173 tons in 1864, 3120 tons in 
1863, 2810 tons in 1862, and 3497 tons in 1861. The production effected last year 
at the Stolberg zinc works was 4019 tons in 1867, a8 compared with 3907 tons in 
1866, 3580 tons in 1865, 3994 tons in 1864, 3768 tons in 1863, 3814 tons in 1862, and 
3215 tons in 1861. The production effected last year at the Dortmund zinc 
works was 2607 tons, as compared with 2459 tons in 1866, 2316 tons in 1865, 2367 
in 1864, 2141 tons in 1863, 1830 tons in 1862, and 1119 in 1861. The total produc- 
tion of zinc last year was thus—6626 tons, as compared with 6366 tons in 1866, 
5896 tons in 1865, 6361 tons in 1864, 5909 tons in 1863, 5644 tons in 1862, and 4640 
tons in 1861. The total sales of zinc last year were 6273 tons, as compared with 
7010 tons in 1866, 6913 tons in 1865, 5792 tons in 1864, 6418 tons in 1863, 4665 tons 
in 1862, and 4337 tons in 1861. The stock of rough zinc amounted at the close 
of last year to 413 tons, and of rolled zinc to 270 tons. The total production of 
Stolberg merchants’ lead last year was 11,444 tons, as compared with 10,090 tons 
in 1866, 9638 tons in 1865, 9380 tons in 1864, 8966 tons in 1863, 8269 tons in 1862, 
and 8181 tons in 1861. The total production of Stolberg silver last year was 66 
cwts., as compared with 62 cwts. in 1866, 49 cwts. in 1865, 46 cwts. in 1864, 39 cwts. 
in 1863, 53 cwts. in 1862, and 37 cwts, in 1861. The profits of last year, after all 
redemptions had been effected, amounted to 349,968 thalers. This sum was 
108,000 thalers below the results indicated by the preceding balance-sheet ; but 
it must not be forgotten that an advance in the price of zinc, and the favour- 
able state of trade as regards that metal, influenced for good the company’s 
operations for 1866. The fall in prices which has since occurred naturally ex- 
erted an opposite influence on the results of 1867, while the company had last 
year to contend against an unusual flow of water in the mining district worked. 
The profits realised last year were produced as follows :—By the Stolberg divi- 
sion, 275,414 thalers, against 376,619 thalers in 1866 ; by the Ramsbeck division, 
47,894 thalers, against 51,325 thalers in 1866; and by the Dortmund division, 
26,659 thalers, against 30,947 thalersin 1866. The Dortmund division ‘ bonified’’ 
as hitherto to the Stolberg division, considered as the central seat of the society’s 
operations, interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum on the sums which it 
utilised as floating capital, as well as on all those employed in the construction 
and equipment of the zinc works. The working of the James Grube Colliery 
could not be carried on last year on ordinary conditions, heavy rains which fell 
at the commencement of the year having resulted in the flooding of the lower 
parts of the western field ; the extraction had to be suspended for several months, 
and when it was resumed operations were interrupted to some extent in the 
eastern part of the workings by repairs which had become indispensable. The 
colliery accordingly produced in 1867 only 42,067 tons of coal, as compared with 
44,840 tons in 1866, although the extraction of 1866 presented a considerable de- 
cline upon previous years. The feebleness of the extraction and the extraordi- 
nary repairs and drainage-works executed last year reduced the profits of the 
James Grube Colliery in 1867 to 27 per cent. of the corresponding profits rea- 
lised in 1866.

in consequence of the rudeness of the appliances used, and the want 
of understanding the proper methods of treating the ores of the 
country, which (as in Nevada) are rich in sulphurets, but are very 
insufficiently worked ; a loss of 40 per cent. between the assayed con- 
tents of the ore and the metallic results obtained is the minimum 
that takes place under any of the present methods of treatment. 
This arises from the entire want of knowledge of mineral chemistry 
by those entrusted with their manipulation. Notwithstanding these 
disadvantages good profits have been realised. 

With respect to the profit to be anticipated from the working of 
the mines, the estimates are very favourable. Prof. Hill forwarded 
70 tons of ore to Swansea for reduction, and although it had to bear 
5200 miles of carriage the result was most satisfactory, the total cost 
(including mining, carriage, freight and charges, and cost of working 
at Swansea) being $12,250, whilst the total value of produce in gold, 
silver, and copper was $19,136, leaving a profit of $6886, or 14347. 10s. 
upon the 70 tons, The company intends working the ores of other 
mines, which is one of the most profitable businesses that can be pur- 
sued, as also the re-working the tailings that are left by the mills now 
in work, which are procurable by thousands of tons, and are lying 
jn heaps around most of the present crushing mills, and purchaseable 
at a less price than the ores cost for mining, and as a rule contain 
very rich sulphurets, from which all the processes at present in use 
have failed to extract their valuable contents, and which the fire pro- 
cess alone can procure.

WORKS IN IRON, 


The application of iron to the purposes of ornamentation, as well 
as to those of construction, is so continually increasing that some diffi- 
culty is experienced in keeping oneself well posted with regard to the 
improvements and advances which experience has suggested ; and, 
with a view to meet the difficulty, Messrs. ANDREW HANDYSIDE and 
Co., of the Britannia Ironworks, Derby, have just issued (through 
Messrs. E. and F, N, Spon, of Charing-cross) a handsome little vo- 
lume, showing some of the principal works in iron which they have 
executed, They have sought to provide a work useful for reference 
to all interested in engineering and other ironwork, by giving ina 
convenient form the most modern examples. Roofs, buildings, and 
bridges ; steam-engines, machinery, and foundry work ; and ironwork 
of a specially ornamental character, are each represented, and some 
of the photographs of their productions of these kinds show a remark- 
able combination of utility and ornament. 

The Britannia Ironworks were established at the beginning of the 
present century, and the superior quality of the “ Derby castings ” 
soon became generally recognised, the superiority arising partly from 
the local advantages of good iron and good moulding sand, and partly 
from the skill of the moulders who had settled in the town. In treat- 
ing of the quality of iron, Messrs. Handyside remark that the use of 
inferior metal involves heavier forms, which raise the total cost to at 
least that of the superior iron, while the freight is obviously in excess 
of the better and lighter material. They observe that in no branch 
of engineering has greater progress been made during the last 20 years 
than in the construction of iron bridges, and they give examples of 
those made from designs by the best engineers, with an approximate 
estimate of cost. The information given upon piers, girders, and 
bridges is likely to prove very valuable; and Handyside’s colonial 
bridge—a structure designed for new colonies and foreign countries, 
where transport is difficult and skilled labour rare and expensive—is 
worthy of especial examination. It is so arranged that there shall 
be no pieces of excessive size or weight, and that the mode of erection 
shall be simple and speedy, without anyriveting. The longest piece 
used is 20 ft., and the weight of the heaviest piece 3 ton, the price of 
the entire bridge varying from 96/. to 720/., according as the span 
varies from 20 ft, to 100 ft. 

The photographs of the Conservatory of the Royal Horticultural 
Gardens, London ; of the Hay Bridge, over the Wye ; of the railway 
Bridge over the Derwent, at Derby; of the Agricultural Hall, Lon- 
don; of the Amsterdam Station of the Dutch Rhenish Railway; of 
the pair of High-pressure Condensing Beam-engines at Maidstone 
Waterworks ; of the Iron Portico at the Broad-street Terminus of the 
North London Railway ; and of iron vases, iron fountains, and park 
gates, serve alike to givean idea of what admirable effect can be ob« 
tained with iron, and of the Messrs, Handyside’s ability to produce 
excellent workmanship, 








HOw CAN THE MINERALS OF HUNGARY BE DEVELOPED ?—Great 
riches lie in the minerals of Hungary; iron is abundant, and coal is 
found in many localities, in some too of admirable quality. Where 
iron and coal are at hand, industrial establishments cannot fail to 
cover the land, as soon as means of communication are provided to 
collect in the first instance the necessary raw materials, and subse- 
quently as an outlet for the manufactured wares. Happily the con- 


. Struction of the most important railways has already been determined 
. upon, and the Hungarian Government are at this moment seeking 


to contract a considerable loan to be applied exclusively to that pur- 
pose. It is to be hoped, therefore, that anetwork of roads and rail- 
ways may soon be established throughout the country. For her means 
of exportation Hungary is at present ina great measure restricted 
to her watercourses, 





Is THERE COAL BENEATH BARROW !—Owing to the discovery of 
fresh indications of coal in the neighbourhood of Barrow, the question of its 
existence here is again receiving a considerable amount of attention. Geological 
facts and oral tradition concerning ancient workings alike point to extensive 
scams not only on the main shore of Barrew, but also on the Isle of Walney, at 
Millom, and probably at intervals more or less apart along the whole coast from 
Piel to Whitehaven. A great portion of Furness is said by Prof. Sedgwick and 
others to be composed of what is known by geologists as the “ Permian” system, 
which usually overlies the carboniferous or mountain limestone, in immediate 
contiguity to which coal is usually found. This carboniferous limestone stratum 
crops out and forms one of the leading features of the earth’s crust at Millom, 
Dalton, Stainton, and as far inland as Ulverston.—Barrow Herald. 


TREATMENT OF PEAT, AND APPARATUS EMPLOYED 
THEREIN.* 


With the exception of the very vague patent rights granted in 1620 
to Sir W. St. John, Sir Giles Mompesson, Sir George Ayloffe, and 
Messrs. Vaughan, Pruthero, Vaughan, Stubbes, and Grundy, the first 
patent secured for the treatment of peat (although several proposi- 
tions to apply it were made in the interim) appears to have been that 
of Mr. M. Linning, dated Feb., 1837, according to which the peat was 
first ground ina pug-mill, or between rollers, and then cut into blocks, 
which are pressed and heated in a stove, kiln, or close chamber, or 
in the open air under sheds or tents. In the same patent the distil- 
lation of useful products, such as pigments, gas, oil, paraftin,&c., is also 
claimed. In 1837 Mr. Charles Wye Williams patented an invention 
very similar to that brought forward some 20 years afterwards as 
Mr, W. H. Buckland’s, and in 1839 Lord Willoughby D’Eresby ap- 
pears to have been directing his attention to the same subject. His 
improvement consisted in using two drawers, into which the peat to 
be pressed is put, such drawers being so connected that the act of 
moving one from under the press shall place the other under the 
press at the same time : each drawer is capable of independent move- 
ment on its own axis, in order to discharge its contents after pres- 
sure, and to be turned back to receive a fresh supply. 

The chief difference between the inventions of Messrs. Williams 
and Buckland was that the latter employed water in its preliminary 
treatment, but in this he was forestalled by Mr. Edward Cobbold, 
who, in 1844, patented an invention, the object of which was to pre- 
pare peat with water, and in such manner that the peat when dug up 
shall be beaten and broken up in water, so as to separate the fibrous 
and other particles of which the peat is composed into minute divi- 
sion in the water, by which means he had discovered that the matters 
other than water of which the peat is composed will, when permitted, 
subside and sink to the bottom of the water, and the particles of 
which peat is composed will be found not only readily to separate 
from the water which is added in the process, but also from the 
water naturally contained in the peat. In 1848 the well-known pa- 
tent of Jasper Wheeler Rogers was taken, and the second patent by 
the same inventor was takenin 1850. According to this the surface 
peat is first dried in the air, and is then mixed with broken peat in 
& pug-mill, and the mass was then dried and charred by passing 
through a tube with a conical end, a screw being used to force it 
through. The invention of Mr. W. H. Green (froma correspondent), 
patented the same year, consists in drying the peat on skeleton car- 
riages in a kiln, using an exhausting-fan to draw off the vapour 
formed. The peat was carbonised in peculiarly formed retorts, The 
peat tar is re-distilled with yellow resin and sulphate of iron, the 
product being useful for preserving wood, &c., by heating the wood 
and liquid together. 

The first patent connected with the treatment of peat, taken under 
the new law, was that of Mr, T, D. Rotch, according to which the peat 
was broken up in a pug-mill with water, the fibrous portion separated, 
and the remainder dried, moulded, and finally carbonised. In the 
same year Mr. C. Kingsford patented a process, which consisted in 
tearing the peat to pieces between toothed rollers, drying the ground 
material in a kiln, on a series of inclined rocking shelves, from the 
highest to the lowest of which it falls, and finally pressing the dried 
material in mouldsarranged round the circumference of a wheel, pres- 
sure being given by aneccentric to a suitable piston. A very similar 
arrangement was patented in the following year, by Mr. J. E. A. 
Gwynne, the sole practical difference (an unimportant one) being the 
drying of the peat in tubes instead of on shelves. The same gentle- 
man, in conjunction with his father, likewise patented a system of 
mixing certain chemical agents with peat, with a view to their ac- 
tion in metallurgical operations. In 1854 Mr. H. H. Edwards pa- 
tented the drying of peat by centrifugal force, hot or cold air being 
admitted at the centre of the drying wheel, to facilitate the process. 
An important suggestion for the application of peat is contained in 
the specification of Mr. F. S. Hemming, dated March, 1857. The peat 
is triturated and washed, if necessary; it is then mixed with fibrous 
materials, and with oil, resin, tar, India-rubber, and gutta-percha, 
one, all, or any of them in various proportions, which are added while 
ina hotstate. The mixture is moulded and pressed, and may be ren- 
dered uninflammable by the addition of the salts usually employed 
for that purpose. He proposed that the material should be used in 
place of wood, metal, stone, &c., for various purposes. 

The earliest patent for expressing the water from the peat appears 
to be that of Mr. P. M. Crane, whose process it will be recollected was 
tried at the works of the old Irish Peat Company at Athy. Having 
cut the peat (as found in the bog) in suitable pieces, or sods, he pro- 
posed to take these pieces and cover or envelope them with open- 
wove cloths, and then press the whole in a hydraulic or other press. 
In 1859 Mr. De la Fenestre proposed to pass the peat between bruis- 
ingrollersover a vessel containing ammoniacal water, which saturates 
the peat ; or two solutions are used to saturate it—the first containing 
a ferrocyanide of ammonia and potassium, and the second a metallic 
chloride or an acetate of iron; a bath of dilute ammonia and a bath 
of acetate of alumina may be substituted; fermenting agents, such 
as yeast, albumen, &c., may also be used. By this treatment the peat 
is saturated with carburets or hydrocarburets, and may be made into 
fuel in combination with lignite, wood, charcoal, coal-dust, coke, or 
anthracite. The patent of Mr. W. H. Buckland, taken in July, 1859, 
was for breaking up fresh peat along with water, separating the fibre 
by straining and drying, and moulding the remainder. His patent 
of September, in the same year, merely described the details of the 
apparatus used. The next invention presenting any remarkable 
variation from those previously patented was that of Mr. C, A. Erich, 
according to which a pair of rollers are used, the peripheries of which 
are composed of numerous parallel bars, so that the water can pass 
between the bars into the interior of the rollers, out of which it is 
conducted by gutters. On each of the rollersis employed an endless 
fabric, extended by cords and guide-pulleys. The peat is placed in 
a hopper, so as to descend between the pressing rollers. The peat is 
thus pressed into a sheet, which is afterwards cut longitudinally by 
circular saws. The last peat patent referred to in the volume is that 
of Messrs, Campbell, Coote, and Wolffram, which relates to an ap- 
paratus for drying peat. The peat is cut and prepared as usual, and 
then placed in layers on perforated shelves, and dried in a heated 
tunnel, in which a current is produced by fans, The number of pa- 
tents bearing directly upon the treatmentof peat is 79, so that it will 
readily be concluded that those interested in the treatment of peat 
may obtain an ample amount of information as to what has already 
been done in the same direction by consulting the abridgments,

REMARKS.—No recovery in the temporary depression which has 
occurred in the Metal Market has yet exhibited itself, and it is still 
suffering under a want of vitality, which it is very desirable should 
pass away as speedily as possible, and be followed by a renewal of 
energy and vigour such as was fully expected would have been the 
case ere this; still we cannot think that this inaction will last long, 
as the accounts from foreign countries generally are by no means 
unfavourable, and the very propitious weather we have had for some 
time, giving the prospect of an abundant harvest, together with the 
still advantageous position of the Money Market, should combine to 
cause & more active condition of commercial affairs, and produce a 
more extensive demand for goods generally, in which, of course, 
metals would be sure to participate. However, there appears nothing 
at present but patiently to wait until this better state of things arrives, 
and to hope that its coming may not be long delayed. It is very sa- 
tisfactory to find that from all points it appears that the present as- 
pect of political affairs in Europe is eminently peaceful, and that it 
is not at all probable we shall have the course of commerce inter- 
rupted by war, which is always so detrimental to its active prosecu- 
tion, and so greatly deranges all business operations, and so preju- 
dicial to the development of any progress and advancement in all 
mercantile transactions. It is, therefore, earnestly to be hoped that 
this propitious condition will continue, and that when commercial 
matters again resume their wonted activity they will not be disturbed 
by any rumours of war. 

CopreR.—The market for this metal has remained very quiet 
throughout the week, and comparatively little business has been 
done. In some instances sellers have given way in price in order to 
secure orders, and business has been done in English at some reduc- 
tion.

PRACTICAL MINING—ATMOSPHERIC STAMPS,.—TI have not quite determined to 
u-e the atmospheric stamps alone, as I imagine the power required to raise the 
piston against the atmospheric pressure would raise any other equal weight. 
In a case in which [am interested (and such cases must be of daily occurrence), 
it is necessary to crush and wash ore before any return whatever can be ob- 
tained, or even a correct judgment formed. of the value of the mine. But to 
fit up a water-wheel, or other source of power, involves a considerable outlay 
before the mine can be fairly tested. I thought it possible that a hot-air en- 
gine with those stamps might have sufficed for a time tu test the value of the 
ground, and then money could be laid out with more confidence in ordinary 
machinery. But even with this latter there seems to be a very great waste of 
power by the mechanism employed between the prime mover and the seat of 
useful work. Whatever plan, therefore, would dispense with any portion of 
this intermediate machinery would both save power and diminish cost in that 
infant stage of mining development, when a trifling outlay may be more im- 
portant than an amount ten times as large subsequently. I have been think- 
ing over a mode of accomplishing this, and fancy that I can see my way to 
materially simplifying the apparatus for crushing ores, whatever may be the 
source of power.—G,. KR. : June 20.

COAL AND IRONMASTERS, AND THE NEW PARLIAMENT. 


It is with very great satisfaction we observe that the mining and 
iron trades are likely to be more largely represented in the new than 
they have been in the old Parliament. In view of the new seats, and 
anticipating the efforts which would be made by the Trades Unionists 
to promote their interests under the new state of things, the Journal 
has more than once called attention to the desirability of coal and iron 
masters allowing themselves to be put forward. That there has been 
a fair response is gratifying, still we cannot but think that there are 
yet other openings. Amongst the gentlemen now in the field we ob- 
serve Mr, GEORGE ELLIOTT, who is an extensive colliery proprietor 
in North Durham, Staffordshire, and South Wales; and also Mr. 
IsAAc L, BELL, who is well known in connection with the Middles- 
borough iron trade in particular—both of whom offer themselves for 
the northern division of the county of Durham. Then, for the new 
borough of Middlesborough we have Mr. H. W. F. BoLcKow, who 
being one of the chief founders of the town was made its first mayor, 
and to whom, with Mr, VAUGHAN, Middlesborough owes “the origin 
| and development of that staple industry which has made her what 
she is.” The new division of Staffordshire has for its candidates 
Mr. MCLEAN, the lessee of the extensive Cannock Chase Collieries ; 
and Mr. HARTLEY, of the firm of THORNEYCROFT and Co,, iron- 
masters, Wolverhampton. Then, for the new borough (Wednesbury), 
in the same county, there are no fewer than three candidates, all of 
whom are gentlemen connected with the industries we have named: 
they are Mr. WALTER ROBINSON, of the Gospel Oak Ironworks, 
Tipton ; Mr, ALEXANDER BROGDEN, of Ulverstone, where he has ex- 
tensive ore mines, and who is a member of the firm of JOHN BrogG- 
DEN and Sons, of the Tondu Ironworks, Bridgend; and Mr. THomas 
lk. WALKER, eldest son of the Chairman of the Patent Shaft and 
Axletree Company, of Wednesbury. Further, Mr, WALTER WIL- 
LIAMS, the hon. sec. of the Ironmasters’ Association in Staffordshire, 
had also been requested to come forward for the same borough. In 
North Durham Mr, ELLIOTT and Mr, BELL are of opposite politics, 
and, therefore, are opposed the one to the other; in East Stafford- 
shire Mr. MCLEAN and Mr, HARTLEY diverge, but there are two seats 
to be filled; and at Wednesbury Mr, ROBINSON and Mr. BROGDEN 
are alike as to their party, but Mr. WALKER would be found on the 
other side. With the party to which trade candidates belong the 
Journal has nothing to do. It may be fairly presumed that they 
would prove supporters of the great free trade principles with which 
the mercantile prosperity of Great Britain is so closely identified ; and 
there we leave the subject, for whilst we have our own private views 
upon party matters those opinions are never obtruded in these columns, 

There is, however, another matter upon which these gentlemen 
may be said to be not at variance. All, whether Liberals or Liberal- 
Conservatives, or what not, are extensive employers of labour in the 
prosecution of the industries in which we are now more particularly 
concerned; and they will, therefore, be able to give expression to the 
views of the body to which they belong, and to expose fallacies upon 
the labour question, which are sure to find utterance in the new Par- 
liament to a larger extent than in any that has preceded it. What 
can be more conclusive of this than the programme which has just 
been determined upon at a meeting of Trades Union delegates at 
Bolton? The meeting was held— 

For the purpose of determining what action, if any, should be taken in the 
forthcoming parliamentary election, with reference to securing the return to 


Parliament of representatives ny ee to use their influence and give their sup- 
port to such measures as will tsecure the legislation of Trades Unions; 16 





trades were represented. It was resolved that the following questions should 
be sent to each of the candidates for the borough, with a request that they would 
answer them in writing :—1. Are you in favour of extending the full protection 
of the law to the funds of Trades Unions, and would you vote for the same irre- 
spective of any interference with their internal organisation, so far as they seek 
to attain their ends without resorting to physical violence, or the threats of 
physical violence, to persons or property ?—2. Would you support any measure 
that may be brought into Parliament with the view to amending the law relating 
to acts of intimidation and conspiracy, so that there shall be less facilities for 
subjecting working men to the inconvenience, loss, and expense consequent upon 
their being put upon their trial for endeavouring to carry out by strikes and 
picketing the objects of their Union, without having any recourse to physical 
violence or the threats of physical violence ?—3. Would you oppose any harsh 
or oppressive measure, providing any such measure should be submitted to Par- 
liament, that would operate to the disadvantage of Trades Unionists, or any 
measure designed to sever the sick, accident, or funeral benefits from the purely 
Trades Union? The answers to these questions are intended to be submitted to 
an aggregate meeting of Trades Unionists. 

Then we have the proceedings of the mass meeting of miners in the 
West of Scotland, held on Thursday week, which led to upwards of 
30,000 miners being unemployed on that day. There we had Mr, 
McDONALD saying that— 

They were entering upon a new political era, as well as a social era, and he 
thought that day should be used to give the expression of the miners of the 
country on the question he had adverted to, and that they should agree to mea- 
sures that a platform question should be raised, that wherever miners were, and 
wherever a candidate might appear, they should pledge every man who appeared 
as a candidate to give more protection to the miner, and lend his aid towards 
the promotion of measures that would render the employers responsible for the 
actions of their managers, and everyone acting under them. 

After this advice no difficulty was found in passing the following 
resolutions :— 

“ That considering the recent decision of the House of Lords in the case of 
Mrs. WILSON v,. MERRY as one that we deem wrong in equity, wrong in common 
sense, and an outrage on justice, we pledge ourselves to use every effort to have 
the owners made responsible for their manngers and everyone that represent 
them in the management of collieries and mines.”’ 

**That the miners determine not to vote for any member to Parliament who 
will not pledge himself to support such a bill as is indicated in the foregoing 
resolution.’’ 

The class of men by whom these views are to be brought before 
Parliament the meeting has equal ease in determining upon; then, 
said the Chairman— 

Who ought to represent them in Parliament? He wouldanswer. One who 
had been 25 years in the service of the miners, in the service of the country, 
who had always upheld right agalust wrong ; one who had always opposed the 
truck system and oppression of all kinds. That was the man they ought to 
have to represent them in Parliament. But where was that man to be found ? 
Here! in the man who had just been addressing them; in Mr. ALEXANDER 
McDONALD—(loud and enthusiastic cheering)—and he would ask them allto do 
their utmost to place him in that position in the House of Commons, where his 
words on their behalf would have effect. (Great cheering.) 

Preparing the way—not, we will surmise, for himself—Mr, McDONALD 
laid it down— 

If the miners were but true to themselves the great iron lord, MERRY, would 
have to withdraw from Airdrie, and if the men of Hamilton were but half 
honest they would drive him out as a man unworthy to represent working men. 

The spirit in which such a candidate would enter upon the discus- 
sion of questions of the gravest moment to the nation, alike ina 
commercial and in a domestic aspect, is to be inferred from that in 
which Mr. MCDONALD is mustering his forces to make a demand for 
higher wages throughout the whole of Scotland. ‘ There had,” he 
said, “ been too many Bull’s Runs in years that were past ;” and, “if 
he might use a vulgarism, should it be necessary to do so he would 
raise the cry, ‘Come on, Macduff! and’—they would all know the 
rest.” How entirely these views were in unison with those of his 
auditary was shown by the “great cheering” which the reporters 
set down as having followed their enunciation. 

We have no objection to Mr. MACDONALD getting a seat in Par- 
liament if he can. On the contrary, we think that it would be a 
most desirable thing that he should, if only there are enough coal 
and ironmasters in the assembly to prevent the opinions which he 
and such as he entertain upon the all-important labour question from 
misleading those well-intentioned noblemen and country gentlemen 
who have shown themselves so ready to pet Labour, even at the sa- 
crifice of the Capital upon which alone it lives, and by virtue of 
which land, with which those legislators are so closely identified, has 
acquired its present extraordinary value throughout the whole of 
England. Let us, therefore, suggest to the mining and the iron in- 
terests of this country that they avail themselves of every possible 
opening through which there seems a probability of sending up men 
to strengthen the hands of the VIvIANs, the Fosrrrs, and others, 
who, up to this time, have had so few on either side of the House to 
stand by them at important junctures, when the particular interests 
they represent have been affected. 





Among the projects now going on in Turkey are some for develop- 
ing the coal fields, The first of these relates to the Heraklea coal 
basin. It is now, perhaps, forgotten that during the Crimean war 
Her MAJEsTY’s Government took an active part in working the He- 
raklea coals, then lately discovered, and little known. The Messrs, 
BARKLEY were employed for this purpose, the seams were brought 
into fair working order, and considerable supplies were got for the 
shipping. At first it was not liked, being dirty, and far inferior to 
English, but it greatly improved, was strongly reported upon by Ad- 
miral BOXER and others, and figures in a Blue Book. 

Just as the business was getting into full swing, the Crimean war 
was brought to a sudden end, and our Government withdrew from 
the field, the Messrs. BARKLEY being left free to follow other pur- 
suits, and taking to railway operations. As the value of the mines 
had been proved, several parties endeavoured to make arrangements 
for conducting them, among others, the late energetic operator, Mr, 
JOHN DISTON POWLES, who sent out an agent, but none of these at- 
tempts succeeded. One difficulty may have been that the Ottoman 
Government conceived exaggerated views of the pecuniary profitable- 
ness of the mines, though they could not have taken too high a view 
of their economical value. Indeed, they were considered such an 
assured fortune, that the Government granted them to the Sultan 
Mother and other connections of the Imperial Family. As these 
parties looked to profit without the intention of placing capital in 
the mines, and regularly working them, it may be conceived that 
matters soon got into a mess. Some ill-advised attempts were made 
to carry on the workings on the system of the Messrs, BARKLEY, but 
all fell intoconfusion. A large quantity of coal has been steadily got 
out in the last 10 years, but it has really been chiefly by parties work- 
ing pits on their own account as squatters, 

Of late years the Imperial Gasworks have been chiefly supplied 
with Heraklea coal, which turns out well. These works are on the 
shore of the Bosphorus, between Pera and the palace. They belong 
to the Civil List, and carry on a profitable trade in the supply of gas 
to the rich suburb of Pera, which is paid for by consumers in ad- 
vance. The best lumps are picked out of the heaps and supplied 
to the Imperial palaces, and very large and good looking blocks they 
furnish—as good as some of our big Midland coal. Down at the 
gasworks there is very good practical proof that the coal is found and 
worked, Large quantities have also from time to time been supplied 
to the Imperial Navy, and to the Turkish steam navigation companies, 
This coal is commonly unscreened, and does not turn out so well as 
it might. These coals are got under Government arrangements, but 
coal for the mail and trading steamers to Constantinople can rarely 
be got, as no commercial arrangements have been made for the sup- 
ply ; but under any decent arrangements there would be a large trade. 
As it is, the market is supplied with English at 35s, per ton, The 
fact is the present arrangements, or want of arrangements, are work- 
ing as badly ascan be. The Government, in their mining department, 
have no direct control, as the mines are considered to belong to the 
Civil List. They do not get the benefit of the regular administration 
of the Civil List, for by the Civil List people they are regarded as 
private property. The concessionaires do not place capital, as they 
expect to sell, and the squatters get on as well as they can without 
financial or scientific help. 

We are not aware that there is any recent detailed survey of the 
mines, although there is a very able mining engineer and geologist 
at Constantinople, Mr. WM. SWANN, of South Wales, The fact is 
there is no particular demand for a new survey, as there are the mines, 
worked as a known fact by Her Britannic Masesty’s Government, 
and in constant working ever since. This, however, is a reason why 
we do not profess to go into any detail. The coal formations have

Thereis said to be a great | 
quantity of coal in sight, and within easy reach, sufficient for several 
years working on a large scale. The nature of the workings may be 
judged from what goes before—pits and scratchings, some opened, 
some abandoned from the falling of the roof or from water, the 
miners being without capital, knowledge, suitable plant, or guidance. 
There are no tramways left, and no proper means of shipment, while 
the produce is carried on to Constantinople in miserable coasters. 
The coal is suitable for steam purposes, gas, or household purposes, 
and may be improved by proper treatment. There is a large sale at 
good prices in the considerable market of Constantinople, in those 
of Galatz and the Danube, Odessa, Sevastopol, Taganrog, and the 
ports in the Sea of Azof, the small stations on the Circassian and 
Georgian coast, Trebizond, Samsoun, Varna, and Kusteujeh, in the 
Sea of Marmora, the Dardanelles, Smyrna, Syra, the Archipelago, 


* Athens, Saloniki, and the Macedonian coast, there being numerous 


ports frequented by mail steamers and trading screwsteamers. Thus, 
there is a good practical basis for large operations, but we are in no 
position to foretel what may be done by the operators in Constan- 
tinople and the agents in London. ; 

The next undertaking in geographical order we may name is that 
connected with the lignite beds, also in the Black Sea, but to the west 
of the Bosphorus, as Heraklea is the east, and still nearer than the 
latter to Constantinople. In the region of the Sea of Marmora ex- 
tensive indications of lignite have been discovered, large beds are 
alleged to exist within a dozen miles of Constantinople to the north, 
but although so near the capital this is almost a tea incognit®, be- 
cause the intervening space is taken up by the reservoirs, the aque- 
ducts, and the large forest of Belgrade, which is the refuge of Croat 
ruffians, and other desperate characters, who from time to time baffle 
the police,and render communications unsafe. Several good plans 
have been got up for these lignite beds, but from some circumstance 
they have never taken at Constantinople. It is stated in the Lagineer 
that Mr. Ropert C. May, C.E., has surveyed a railway from Con- 
stantinople to these deposits. It is to be observed that the commu- 
nication with the lignite deposits has always been connected with the 
scheme of an expensive railway to the suburbs of the Bosphorus, and 
that in that respect the lignite operations have not had fair play. The 
country being undulating, it is expensive for a railway, but a tram- 
way might be laid down on much cheaper terms, Still it becomes a 
considerable enterprise when to work the coal it requires 12 or 15 miles 
of tramway and rolling stock, besides colliery plant. 

The third plan now engaging the engineers and speculators is the 
great coal and iron basin of Western Asia Minor. Coal was dis- 
covered some years since and slightly worked at Sokia and Nazlu, in 
the district of the Smyrna and Aidin Railway, but, although much 
talked about, nothing effective was done. Our readers will remem- 
ber that a few years ago a paper was inserted in this Journal, and 
read before the British Association by Mr. HYDE CLARKE, in which 
he determined the existence of a large coal and iron basin. Many 
facts have since been brought forward in support of these views, par- 
ticularly in confirmation of the iron line on the southern border of 
the basin suggested by Mr. CLARKE, and on which an extension of 
coal indications has been found. This great mineral basin embraces 
the main valleys and plains of the rivers Hermus in the north, and 
the Meander on the south, with a westward extension towards 
Smyrna, across the Cayster, and the smaller parallel plains, The 
length from west to east is stated by Mr. CLARKE at 200 miles, with 
a possible further prolongation to the east, and a breadth of about 
70 or 80 miles. The gross area of the basin is possibly 10,000 miles, 
or double the area of Wales, but the mineral area has yet to be de- 
termined. It was at first supposed the coal was lignite, but it is a 
true coal, though probably not belonging to the carboniferous, but 
to some superior formation. The fossils as yet discovered are very 
few, and Mr, CLARKE has not been able to obtain a determination of 
them. The iron mineral which has been examined is hematite. 

The quality of the coal discovered in the south has been generally 
very inferior and dirty, particularly that from Sokia, but in the north 
it is better. All that is obtained is from surface outcropping, and 
some of itweathered. The iron isof very good quality. The work- 
ings have been of a very trifling character—occasional workings at 
Sokia and Nazlu, and latterly some slight operations by Englishmen 
at Kara Bounar, near Aidin, one of the most flourishing southern lo- 
calities. The water communication in these districts is of no value, 
as, though the rivers are large, one is shallow and the other is wind- 
ing, and they have no ports; but Smyrna, which is the real commer- 
cial port, has two lines of railway, one running into each district, and 
near the deposits. In the nature of things such a fact would have 
brought about the working of the coal and iron, but the railways have 
been up to now under financial difficulties, so that no help could be 
obtained fromthem. Matters are now looking better, and there may 
be a move. Mr, AusTIN, M. Inst. C.E., the chief engineer of the Cas- 
saba Railway, a gentleman of considerable experience in the Brazils, 
is now out in the northern district, engaged in making further re- 
searches, and it is possible some combination may be formed for se- 
rious working. As might be expected, there are other minerals avail- 
able, though mostly unproved, as gold, silver, and lead. Emerystone 
is worked to a considerable extent,

Among recent applications for patents may be mentioned the fol- 
lowing :—JosEPH BooTH, JOHN BOOTH, and JEREMIAH Booru, all 
of Rodley, York, apparatus for cutting or dressing stone. A. CLARK, 
of Chancery-lane, purification of ceramic, vitrifiable, and other mat- 
ters, as also of the crucibles, furnaces, or vessels used for containing 
the same. (Communication from L. Clemandot and E. Rousseau, 
both of 13, Boulevard Saint Martin, Paris, France.) C. HENGST, of 
St. George’s-terrace, and H. WATSON, of Grove-road, both of Ful- 
ham, mode of and means for manufacturing gas for lighting and 
heating purposes, The manufacture of artificial granite forms the 
subject of a patent granted to PERCEVAL Moses PARSONS, of Black- 
heath, (communicated to him by Piérre Rudolph Pozzi, of Bordeaux, 
France). The materials employed for the manufacture of this arti- 
ficial granite are disintegrated granite mixed with clay, together 
with pounded glass lava, or iron slags. The disintegrated granite 
is obtained by submitting fragments of natural granite to a strong 
heat, about 700° or 800° centrigrade, in an oven or furnace, by which 
after a sufficient time it is dissolved into a granitic sand, the consti- 
tuent parts of which—quartz or felspar—possess great powers of ad- 
hesion. One part of this granitic sand is then mixed with about an 
equal quantity of pounded glass, or the constituents of glass, or lava, 
or iron slag, or a mixture of all, or any, of them, to which is added 
from 20 to 30 parts of refractory clay, or from 30 to 50 parts of or- 
dinary clay. This is thoroughly kneeded together with a sufficient 
quantity of water to make it of a pasty consistency; it is then moulded 
to any form required, and submitted to a degree of heat sufficient to 
rity the mass for about 36 hours, which converts it intoa hard and 
@vable substance resembling granite. 

A. C, CLARK, of Chancery-lane, has specified an invention for re- 
fining copper. Black copper, in a more or less impure condition, is 
subjected to the action of heat in a reverberatory-furnace, as in or- 
dinary smelting, and as soon as it has reached a sufficiently high 
temperature to begin to soften, water is projected on the heated me- 
tallic mass, in the form of very fine jets or small rain, until the com- 
plete fusion of the metal is obtained, when the supply of water is 
stayed. Supposing the cupreous ores, subjected to the action of heat, 
contain copper, iron, sulphur, arsenic, antimony, lead, or tin. Under 
the influence of the high temperature, the water on coming in con- 
tact, is decomposed, and forms sulphuretted, arseniated, or antimo- 
niated hydrogen, thus disengaging the oxygen, acting on the copper, 
‘ron, and other fixed metals, and forming oxides, which derive silica 





from the sides of the furnace, and pass into the formof scoria, Im- 


| tionate to the quantity of copper forming the bath. This being done, 


a large amount of atmospheric air is projected through the tube, 
when an extremely active reaction is produced, and the refining is 
operated in a very short time, often in a few minutes only, when the 
copper to be refined is not very impure, 








COLLIERS, AND COLLIERY WORKING. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 
From the evidence recently given before the Commission appointed 
to enquire into the organisation of Trades Unions by Mr. NORMANSELL, 
it may be presumed that, as the head of the best organised body of 


colliers in the kingdom, he fully states their wants and requirements 
from the workmen’s point of view. Therefore, whilst we omit that 
portion of his testimony relating to strikes, it is worth while noticing 
his statements with regard to the safe working of mines, and the po- 
sition of the miner at the present time. Undoubtedly one of the 
most important subjécts on which he was examined, and with regard 
to which the deepest interest is attached, was that relating to safety- 
lamps, and into thé value of which South Yorkshire took a very pro- 
minent position’ during the past 12 months. With regard to lamps 
which are termed “safety,” Mr. NORMANSELL asserts that they have 
been more 4 curse than a dlessing to the working miner, on the ground 
that many of the terrible explosions which have resulted in such se- 
rious loss of life have in a great measure been caused by too great 
reliance being placed in the so-called safety-lamp. He even goes so 
far as to say that in many of our mines there would be greater safety 
in working with a naked light, and that the lamp to a certain ex- 
tent is only useful for indicating the pressure of gas in the goaves 
and working places of collieries, with the view to its removal by bet- 
ter ventilation. Pressed on the point by several of the Commis- 
sioners, Mr. NORMANSELL admitted that in the case of a mine where 
there were blowers of gas letting off it might be necessary to work 
with a safety-lamp to protect the miner against them, but “ when- 
ever there is gas seen anywhere in the pit, even if there are safety- 
lamps, no man has any business there at all.” As put by one of the 
members of the Commission, Mr. NORMANSELL said too much de- 
pendence had hitherto been placed in the safety-lamp; it does good, 
but it does not exclude the necessity for thorough ventilation. As 
an illustration of his statement that mines could be worked with- 
out lamps with safety where there was proper ventilation, he in- 
stanced the case of the Messrs. CHARLESWORTH’S colliery, at Raw- 
marsh, near Sheffield, which draws about 1000 tons per day all the 
year round, and in which naked lights were used, as they were also 
at the Messrs. BIGas’s extensive pits. © 

To some extent, there is no doubt but what Mr. NORMANSELL is 
right ; a safety-lamp put into the hands of an ignorant and reckless 
collier may become an engine of destruction, causing the loss of 
hundreds of lives; and it is just probable that could the causes of 
the many serious explosions which have taken place during the last 
two or three years be traced to their true source, some of them at 
least would have been found to have resulted from the recklessness 
of men into whose hands lamps were entrusted. On the other hand, 
a safety-lamp—say a Stephenson, which is, undoubtedly, the best— 
is indispensable in the working of most collieries, particularly those 
making any quantity of gas, Of the value of the Stephenson lamp 
no stronger proof, perhaps, can be adduced than what occurred at 
the Strafford Main Colliery, near Barnsley, in October last. There, 
shortly after the men in the morning descended for the purpose of 
commencing work, a large outburst of gas took place, which, in the 
course of some six of seven minutes, spread throughout 2000 yards 
in length of face, and gateways of an average area of 25 square feet, 
overpowered some of the men, and extinguished the safety-lamps. 
Now, in that instance, had there been a naked light or a defective 
lamp—all those in use being the Stephenson—the loss of life would 
have been fearful, as there were nearly 300 persons in the pit at the 
time. It is to be feared that a great deal too much dependence is 
placed in the use of safety-lamps; but they should never in any way 
tend to lessen the necessity for full and adequate ventilation, suffi- 
cient to render harmless all acqumulations of gas; at the same time, 
it may be said that no amount of ventilation, in very many collicries, 
can prevent sudden outbursts of gas, so as to render the use of the 
safety-lamp unnecessary. 

Another important point on which Mr. NORMANSELL was examined 
at considerable length was that relating to the weighing of the coal 
raised by the miner, and of theappointmentof check-weighmen. Here 
the Act appears to some extent defective, for according to the 29th 
section of the 23d and 24th VIC., cap. 151, it is enacted that where 
persons employed in coal miues are paid by weight it shall be lawful 
for such persons, at their own cost, to station a person, “being for 
the time being one of the persons employed in such coal mine,” at 
the place appointed, in order to take an account thereof on behalf 
of those by whom he is employed. Now, Mr. NORMANSELL states, 
and we think with some force, that for 20s. a week men of some edu- 
cation could be found to undertake the duties of check-weighmen, 
better than any maninapit. Now, since the Legislature has granted 
the power of appointing weighmen, there appears no reason, or, in, 
fact, there can be no valid objection, one would think, to allowing a 
majority of the men working iu a colliery to appoint any person they 
considered suitable. Although the Select Committee on Mines, in 
their report, recommend that the weights and measures used for as- 
certaining the quantity of coal should be inspected from time to time 
by the ordinary inspectors, nothing is said with regard to the appoint- 
ing of weighmen, and which was evidently overlooked. It is plain 
that the men look upon the matter as of considerable importance, and 
we have very little doubt but what the point will be conceded. 

Lengthy evidence was given as to lock-outs, and how the Miners’ 
Association met them. In allusion to the lock-out in 1864, which 
lasted 19 weeks, Mr. NORMANSELL says the men fought more against 
the principle or policy of lock-outs than anything else, and were suc- 
cessful. After that, in the follawing year, we are introduced to an 
entirely new system for obtaining ansadvance of wages. On a de- 
mand for a 10 per cent. advance being refused, the association re- 
stricted the out-put of coal, so that no man was allowed to earn more 
than 3s. perday. Now, as the trade was very brisk at the time, and 
as the masters not belonging to the Coalowners’ Asssociation gave an 
advance of 5 per cent., and, of course, were doing a very large busi- 
ness, the Owners’ Association at last gave way, conceded 5 per cent., 
and weekly pays. It will thus be seen how easily trade can be crip- 
pled, and the necessity for some means. being devised for the preven- 
tion of all such lock-outs, strikes, limitations, or restrictions. With 
that view, Mr. NORMANSELL expressed himself in favour of Courts 
of Conciliation, if they were of a practical character. How fara 
system similar to that prevailing in the lead mining districtsof Derby- 
shire, and known as Barmote Courts, could be adopted with regard 
to coal mines and miners is worthy of consideration, more especially 
as we never hear of there being any disputes of a serious character 
in the lead mining districts. 

The restricting of the hours of labour to eight per day Mr. Nor- 
MANSELL says has worked well in South Yorkshire, and had induced 
habits of steadiness, whilst, at the same time, the men get more money 
for less hours, As the masters as well as the men are satisfied with 
the regulation, few will complain, although our political economists 
would, no doubt, have very grave objection to the system adopted by 
the power of combination. Still, it is but fair to state that the col- 
liersin the employ of Earl FITZWILLIAM, in thesame district, although 
unconnected with the Union, are evidently as comfortably off as those 
who pride themselves on being Unionists. Most of the men in his 
lordship’s employ have been so for many years, as they are well cared 
for, large and commodious cottages having been built for them, 
and to which are attached large plots of garden ground. Indeed, the 
village of Elsecar may be said to be a model one, there being plenty 
of water and gas for the workpeople, schools for the children, a 
reading room, &c. Mr. NORMANSELL says he would not compel those 
men by legislative means to join his association, but he says they 
enjoy the advantages obtained by the association without in any way 
contributing towards the obtaining or maintaining them, He thinks 
it rather hard that they should keep aloof under the circumstances, 
No doubt he does; but the men ought to be allowed to be the judges 


of what suits them best, although it may be quite true that they ob- 
tain advantages at the cost of others. 

We believe Mr. NORMANSELL and the mining body generally are 
opposed to the working of double shifts in collieries, on the ground 
that the system anticipates, as il were, a serious calamity or explo- 
sion, and has for its object the sacrificing of only half the lives that 
under the present mode would be lost. This they consider would be 
taken advantage of at times to the neglect of the necessary precau- 
tions required by the Act of Parliament, so far as ventilation is con- 
cerned, Mr, NORMANSELL and the miners hold—and with great force 
indeed—that if the first general rule, according to the 23d and 24th 
Vic., c. 151, which enacts that an adequate amount of ventilation 
shall be constantly produced in all mines, so as to render harmless 
all noxious gases to such an extent that the working places of the 
pits shall be in a fit state for working and passing, was carried out 
in its full integrity there would be no necessity for double shifts, 
more especially if in connection with such ventilation there were more 
shafts than at present. Indeed, the necessity for having more shafts 
in collieries where the workings are at all of an extensive character 
is now generally recognised. As an example, it may be stated that 
at the present time an extra shaft in connection with the Oaks Col- 
liery is being sunk; and there is a strong feeling in the South York- 
shire district that had there been more shafts at that unfortunate 
colliery the accident which occurred in December, 1866, in all pro- 
bability would not have taken place, or even if it had, its results, so 
far as loss of life is concerned, would have been comparatively small 
to what it actually was. 

Seeing that the question is often asked as to what the working 
colliers throughout the kingdom actually require in addition to the 
laws already in force for their protection, we have so far noticed the 
evidence of Mr. NORMANSELL, seeing that he is one of the most 
intelligent of the leaders of that body, and speaks with some authority, 
as the head of a well organised association comprising 8000 members, 





New Bortna MACHINE.—Considerable interest has been created 
in Victoria, Australia, by the successful trial of Mr. R. G. ForD’s pa- 
tent Rock-Boring Machine, which consists of a cylinder about 30 in, 
in length over all, and 4} in. in diameter, having a screw bar to fix 
the front end against its work, upon which screw the arrangement 
for the machine to move itself forward when at work is fixed—a brass 
nut with notches on it. The screw bar is fixed 3 or 4 in. off the side 
of the cylinder, and projects 1 ft. 9in. beyond the frontend ofit. The 
machine is self-acting in every movement. An ordinary-sized drill 
is used, made in the usual way, only with not quite so keen a cutting 
edge, and is made round atthe butt to fit into the piston of the ma- 
chine, into which itis fastened bya nut. The piston is moved in the 
cylinder, much on the same principle as a steam hammer, only that 
compressed air is used instead of steam. On this occasion the pres- 
sure varied from 80 Ibs. to 43 Ibs. on the square inch. The weight 
of the machine is 120 lbs., and the method of fixing it in a shaft or 
drive would be determined according to circumstances. Thus, in sink- 
ing a shaft, or in a small drive, a piece of timber 6 in. square, and 
long enough to reach across the shaft, with a 2}-in. screw at one end 
to tighten it across the shaft or drive, is all that would be required 
upon which the machine can be fixed to bore at any angle. But in 
a large and long tunnel it would be worth while, probably, to have 
the machine fitted on to a lorry with one cast-iron column, or two, 
if twomachineswere required. The methodofconveying the air pres- 
sure to the machine from the air-receiver on the surface would be by 
means of a 1-in. ordinary gas piping to within 30 or 40 ft. of the work 
when a }-in, flexible hose must be used, in order to adjust the machine 
to its work, and remove it while blasts are discharged. Three-horse 
power of any ordinary engine is sufficient to pump the air to drive 
one machine. The calculation from the only data which we have 
at present shows the cost per foot of putting in 1}-in. holes into gra- 
nite is about 1s. 3d., which is about one-half of the cost by hand la- 
bour. Irrespective of the saving in money, where time is an object 
in sinking or driving, the machine would be very beneficially used, 
as it is said to save 75 per cent. in time over hand labour, 





A REAL SAFETY-LAMP.—In all the safety-lamps which have 
hitherto been constructed there has been the noticeable defect that 
contact between the flame and the external air was possible, so that 
under certain conditions the ignition of the explosive atmosphere in 
which the lamp might be placed would sometimes occur. To prevent 
the|possibility of danger from this cause Messrs. LIAUTEand DENOYEL, 
students in the Ecole Polytechnique, of Paris, have devised a lamp 
in which the gas necessary to support combustion is generated in the 
lamp itself. In an experiment made at Paris one of the lamps was 
burned for three-quarters of an hour 8 feet under water, and when 
drawn up was burning as brightly as at first. 





MANUFACTURE OF STEEL DIRECT FROM THE ORE.—The enormous 
progress which has been made within the past few years in connection 
with the iron and steel manufacture is sufficient to justify the hope 
that the oft-attempted process of obtaining steel direct from the ore 
will at last be brought to a successful termination, more especially as 
it is now stated that furnaces have, within the last few months, been 
erected at Birmingham by which pure steel can be produced at once 
direct from the ore, without the expenses, uncertainty, and other dis- 
advantages attending the old and tedious processes, 





THE COAL TRADE OF BAVARIA.—Looking at the returns for 1866, 
the latest yet obtainable, the production of coal does not appear to 
be on the increase; indeed, the get was only 6,983,909 zoll. centners 
(350,000 tons) in 1866 against 7,054,328 zoll. centners in the preceding 
year; but thisdiminution may possibly have been caused by the par- 
tial withdrawal of some of the workmen through the exigencies of 
the war. The coal mines of the province of Upper Bavaria, in the 
districts of Penzberg, Miesbach, and Peissenberg, which next to those 
of the Palatinate are the most importantin the Bavarian dominions, 
yielded, however, rather more coal in 1866 than in the preceding year, 
A new railway from Peissenberg to a point near Kaufbeuren is pro- 
jected, which will give direct communication with the port of Lindau, 
and thus open the Switzerland market to the Upper Bavarian coal 
mines. The quantity of coal imported into Bavaria is about the same 
as that produced by the home mines. The Ruhrort coal is most in 
use, especially in the western districts of Bavaria, and is in great 
favour, both on account of ils quality and cheapness. 





STEAM NAVIGATION.—The question of steam navigation is so in- 
timately associated with the coal and iron trades—first, as regards 
the consumption of coal; and, secondly, as regards the iron used for 
constructive purposes—that we need make no apology for referring 
to it. It appears that while in 1853 1385 steamers, of an aggregate 
burthen of 250,112 tons, were registered as belonging to the United 
Kingdom, the total had risen in 1867 to 2931, of an aggregnte bur- 
then of 901,062 tons, or very nearly one-sixth of the whole tonnage 
registered, while the corresponding proportion in 1853 was only one- 
sixteenth. The number of steam-vessels built and registered in the 
United Kingdom in 1853 was 153; in 1854, 174; in 1855, 233; in 1856, 
229; in 1857, 228; in 1858, 153; in 1859, 150; in 1860, 198; in 1861, 
201; in 1862, 221; in 1863, 279; in 1864, 374; in 1865, 382; in 1866, 
354; and in 1867, 295. The building of steamers appears to have 
fallen off in the last two years—a result attributable, doubtless, to 
the depression, real and supposed, which has prevailed since the mone- 
tary crisis of May, 1866, in commercial affairs, 








CONVERTING RECIPROCAL TO RoTARY MoTION.—A simple method 
of converting a reciprocal or oscillatory motion into a rotary motion 
is described in the Scientific American. Therotary motion required 
was slow, and perfect continuity and uniformity were unnecessary so 
long asa rotation could be depended upon for each oscillation of the 
arm, The crank is turned by a slotted block, the slot taking the 
form of two obtuse angles (about 135°) combined ; it is so cut that 
no portion of its sides can ever be a tangent of the circle described 
by the crank pin. To work well in any position the crank should 
be balanced so as to have no tendency to turn by its own weight, 
Applied for an oscillating arm, the arrangement may be thus de- 
scribed—first, suppose the crank pin is passing over an inclined por- 
tion of the slot, when it has reached a vertical position it will pass 
down the sameside of the slot until the slotted arm has passed through 





its oscillation, when it will pause at the centre point of the inclined 
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portion of the slot. When the arm reverses its motion the opposite 
side of the inclined plane of the slot presses upon the upper side of 
the crank pin, and sliding along it, depresses it past the centre. The 
crank pin passes down the same side of the slot until the crank has 
assumed a vertical position below its centre, then up along the same 
side again until the arc of oscillation has been again described, when 
it pauses at the angle, having completed its revolution. To work 
weil, the distance between the centre, upon which the oscillating arm 
performs its motion, and the centre of the crank should be at least 
three times the diameter of the circle described by the crank pin, and 
the inclined planes of the slot should be in length, at least, about the 
distance between the centre of the crank and centre of the crank pin. 
The angles included by these planes and the other portions of the 
side of the slot need to be more obtuse when the oscillating arm is 
used than when the reciprocating block is employed, at least enough 
so to bring those portions into planes parallel with a line drawn from 
the centre upon which the arm makes its oscillations to the centre 
of the crank pin. When the crank pinis fitted with a friction roller, 
the movement takes place without noise and without much friction ; 
certainly much less than the ratchet and pawl movement. It also 
has this advantage over a fly-wheel, that it can never permanently 
stop on the centre. The principle of this movement is, that the force 
is constantly applied in a line which forms a considerable angle with 
the radius passing through the crank pin, 











REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


JUNE 25.—The Coal and Coke Trades continue extremely quiet, and 
little improvement can now be expected until the autumn, unless some 
remarkableimpulse should inthe meantime be given tothe Iron Trade. 

The Tynemouth Borough Quays and Improvement Bill was before 
a Committee of the House of Lords on Monday, and some important 
witnesses were examined. Mr. Shotton, the Mayor of the borough, 
said the Bill was of great importance to the port of Shields. It is 
well known that the Tyne has been greatly improved of late years, 
and is now a first-class river, with a depth of water at the mouth, 
even at low water, for large ships. Good docks have also been pro- 
vided on the river, but there are no deep docks or quays near its en- 
trance, hence the agitation which has been going on for some years 
to have those formed. A Bill was, indeed, obtained a few years ago 
for the formation of docks at the Low Lights, but so much opposi- 
tion was given, and so little support met with, that this scheme fell 
through. The present scheme is also vigorously opposed, especially 
by the Duke of Northumberland, and the struggle is likely to be a 
severe one between the parties. But there is no doubt that the scheme 
is a good one, and its completion would greatly improve the harbour, 
and give increased facilities for the extension of commerce, which 
is rapidly increasing. ; hi 

A movement has lately been made to provide better shipping ac- 
commodation at the port of Middlesborough: the great iron centre 
is, indeed, most miserably accommodated, so far as a shipping port 
is concerned, that is, on the Tees, and the movement alluded to has 
been too long delayed already. At the mouth of the Tees the water 
is very shallow, extensive dredging operations are, therefore, neces- 
sary, and also a good dock, and these, it is contended, would greatly 
improve the port, and benefit especially the iron trade, which is already 
large, and the export trade is capable of great extension. 

Owing to the great depression in the Coal Trade, and the conse- 
quent short employment afforded to many of the workmen, many have 
left their employment without notice, even in cases where a year’s en- 
gagement had been entered into, The impression of the men appears 
to be that if full or adequate employment is not given to them they 
are at liberty to leave—that their agreement is, indeed, cancelled ; 
but this is certainly a mistake. It is really to be lamented that the 
men do not pay more attention to the agreements they enter into, so 
as to be able to fully comprehend their purport. Some cases of this 
kind have lately been tried at Lanchester, and the men have been 
defeated. The provision contained in their agreements generally co- 
venants that sufficient work shall be provided to enable the men to 
earn not less than 26s. per fortnight, or 13s, per week. If less work 
than this is provided the men can proceed for the balance, but the 
amount of work provided does not invalidate the agreement. 

The Coal Trade of West Cumberland manifests no sign of improve- 
ment. In the Maryport district it has been dull for a long time, and the mivers 
have suffered severely In consequence. The workmen employed at the White- 
haven Collierles have also had to submit to a reduction of their wages, in con- 
sequence of the serious depression in the trade; and at the Earl of Lonsdale’s 
William Pit Colliery somewhere between 150 and 200 workmen, who have been 
employed on what fs called * the night shift,’’ are about to be discharged alto- 
gether. The tron trade in the neighbourhood of Carlisle ts just now in a very 
dull state. Out of the 21 furnaces in the varlous works only 12 are in blast and 
9 standing Idle. The consequence is that many people are out of work, and but 
slight prospect of finding employment at present. 

Respecting the North of Kngland Iron Trade, the correspondent of 
the Birmingham Daily Post says—The failure of English companies to obtain 
their share of the large quantities of rails contracted for by Russia and Hungary 
has naturally excited some surprise ; but, apart from the financial arrangements, 
which were rather unfavourable for English houses, there are other questions 
to be considered, and these are now recetving the attention of a special committee 
of enquiry, recently appointed for the purpose of investigating all matters affect- 
ing the shippingof the port. It 1s clear, however, that if proper facilities were 
afforded at Middlesborough for the shipment of * light goods,’’ the cost of deliver- 
ing rails to Russia or America would be 6s. or 7s, per ton cheaper than at present, 
as most of the iron has to be transhipped at Hull or London, and the freights 
from these ports are about the same as they are from Middlesborough. The 
shipbuilding firms of the Clyde, Tyne, and ‘Tees continue to keep their hands 
fairly employed, and they appear to have a succession of new work to take the 
slace of the Vessels completed. It cannot, however, besaid that they either have 

n during the quarter or are now busy, but a moderate degree of activity pre- 
yvails, which is likely to characterise the next quarter also. Engineering esta- 
blishments are engaged on heavy bridge contracts, which also use up large 
quantities of plate-iron. The various plate and angle iron makers are, accord- 
ingly, well employed, and in this department the order books are more satisfactory 
than is the case with any other department of the trade. Prices are scarcely so 
firm as they were at the commencement of the quarter, arising mainly from the 
scarcity of orders in other plate-making districts, and the low prices which 
makers are willing to accept in such cases rather than keep their mills idle. In 
bar-iron more ts being done, though the demand at present is far below the 
average, and several 12-in. and guide mills in the district are scarcely doing any- 
thing. On the other hand, the demand for best tron ts somewhat better. 

The quarterly meeting of the North of England iron, coal, engineer- 
ing, shipbuilding, and associated trades ts to be held on Tuesday next, at Dar- 
ington, and in consequence of this there will be no weekly market on that day. 
The Middlesborough meetings during the last fortnight have been well attended, 
and more than an ordinary amount of business was transacted on ‘Tuesday last. 
In pig-iron, the production of the district continues to increase, as several new 
furnaces are now in successful operation, notwithstanding which the whole make 
appear to be finding a market, as stocks are not sald to be increasing, and cer- 
tatnly the last published accounts showed such was not the case. The heavy 
make of Cleveland, coupled with the languid demand for iron in many of the 
large consuming districts, compels makers to force a market ; and hence prices 
have gradually taken a somewhat lower range during the past month, They 
are now quoted—No. 1, 468. ; No. 8, 48s.; No, 4, 42s,, nett cash; and these re- 
present the quotations of the leading firms ; so that it 1s not unusual to hear of 
gales at even less than these prices. The extreme cheapness of Cleveland tron, 
however, is not altogether a disadvantage to the district, for itis being the 
means of getting the materialintroduced into almost every market of the world. 
The shipping trade of Cleveland is rapidly extending, and it seems that this 

will cupply an outlet for the extra make of the district. During the present year 
from 50,000 to 60,000 tons of iron have been sent to Scotland. During the last 
15 months 150,000 tons have been shipped to foreign ports from Middlesborough 
and Hartlepool, and fresh steamers continue to be put into the iron-carrying 
trade, so that the returns for the remainder of the year are likely to be even 
more favourable. In the home markets comparatively little demand ts ex- 
nerienced. The enquiries from Staffordshire are a little better during the past 
ew weeks; but, on the other hand, there are now very few enquiries for puddled 
bars, in consequence of the termination of the puddlers’ strike. The reduction 
of 1s. 8d. per ton in the rate on pig-iron for Manchester has had the effect of 
stimulating this trade to some extent. Taking all things into consideration, 
it seems probable that the tone of next Tuesday’squarterly meeting will be toler- 
ably firm, and that there will then be sufficient evidence to give an assurance of 
a steady trade during the quarter, This is the most that can be anticipated. 

West HARTLEPOOL.—The extensive rolling-mills erected by Pile, 
Spence, and Company (Limited), and only for a short period brought into ope- 

ration before their suspension, have at length been definitively disposed of to 
the Joint-Stock Company organised to take up and work the patented processes 
for stecl manufacture out of Cleveland ore, which proved so successful during 
the experiments conducted here in the spring of last year. The works will 
speedily be got into operation, and will largely increase the employment of skilled 
workmen in West Hartlepvol.—South Durham and Cleveland Mercury. 


A MINERS’ CASE UNDER THE MASTER AND SERVANTS ACT.— 
Patrick Talbet, Joseph Wright, and Joseph Halliday, hewers, were charged 
before the Lanchester magistrates with leaving their employment at South Moor 
Colliery contrary to the stipulations contained in theiragreements. The defen- 
dante “ signed’’ in April last for one year, but left the colliery on June 8, and 
got work at other collieries. The men asserted that their agreements stipulated 
to give them work at least ten days a fortnight, whereas they had only got four 
or five, which would not keep them and their families.—Mr. Thos. Bell read the 
clause in the agreement, which stipulated to give the men work enough to rea- 
lise 26s. a fortnight. Other men atthe colliery had earned that wage, and the 





reason the defendants did not lay with themselves.—The men denied that they 
had been provided with the requisite quantity of work; but the magistrate 
believing that they had, ordered them to pay the amount of damages laid—10s. 
in each case—together with the costs, amounting in all to over 11. in each 
instance. These were the first charges of the kind heard under the new Master 
and Servants Act.—Newcastle Daily Chronicle. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


JUNE 25.—The better feeling referred to in last week’s report as 
springing up in the Iron Trade of this district is being gradually 
strengthened, and ironmasters now entertain strong hopes of the 
worst period having been passed. Orders are undoubtedly a little 
more numerous than they have been for some considerable time past, 
and the hands at some of the leading establishments, although not 
working full time, may be said to be tolerably well employed. The 
long continued drought has somewhat retarded operations at two or 
three of the works in the district, and considerable inconvenience 
would, no doubt, have been experienced had anything like briskness 
characterised the trade. This little difficulty has to some extent been 
overcome by the copious showers that fell on Saturday and Sunday, 
but unless a more plentiful supply of the essential element is shortly 
obtained the same difficulty will have to be again encountered, 
Quotations cannot be said to have materially altered since last re- 
port, but there isa greater tendency to harden, The Preliminary 
Meeting of Ironmasters will be held this day, and the reports that 
have{come to hand tend to strengthen the belief that no alteration 
will take place in list prices, In the home trade prospects are a little 
more cheering, and as the leading railway companies recover from 
the pressure under which they have suffered for so long a period, 
owing to the panic in this class of property, they will begin to give 
out with a little more freedom orders for renewals, which in a num- 
ber of cases are known to be greatly needed. The Buckfastleigh and 
Totnes Railway want 1000 tons of rails, and the London, Brighton, 
and South Coast Railway Company are in the market for 3000 tons 
of rails, with fish-plates and chairs. From Austria advices are con- 
sidered favourable asto future requirements, and contracts are shortly 
expected to be received for delivery at the reduced rates under the 
tariff alluded to in last week’s report. There is aslight improvement 
in the demand from the East Indies, and vessels are wanted to convey 
iron to Bombay and one or two other ports in that quarter. Large 
quantities continue to be shipped to the United States, the increased 
demand from which has, no doubt, tended to diminish stocks at two 
or three of the establishments in this district. Shipments are also 
being made to the British colonies, and there are a few orders still 
remaining on the books for colonial ports. Enquiries have not in- 
creased from Russia, and, unless they speedily become more numer- 
ous, it is evident transactions with the Muscovite empire this season 
will fall considerably short of what were anticipated by ironmasters 
generally. Bars are selling freely, and prices have an upward ten- 
dency. Pigs are expected to command a better sale in the course of 
a few weeks, as purchasers are now beginning to talk of entering 
into transactions, which is a decided advance upon the recent state 
of things. Tin-plates command a ready sale, export houses making 
purchases with tolerable freedom. 

The Steam Coal Trade is characterised by a certain degree of dul- 
ness, and there has been a gradual reduction in the shipments at the 
local ports for some days past. This, no doubt, is owing to some ex- 
tent to a scarcity of tonnage, and the falling off in the demand for 
the East, large stocks having been sent to the mail packet stations 
during the time of the Abyssinian war, which being now over has 
caused a much less demand for coal in that quarter. About an 
average quantity is being sent to the French markets and continental 
ports, but there is only a limited quantity being shipped for the 
Baltic and Russian ports, most of the coal for that country being 
obtained from the North of England. The output at the various 
collieries has a tendency to increase rather than diminish, and a 
large number of wagons laden with coal are now crowded on the 
sidings at the local ports, and present a sight anything but favour- 
able to the trade of the district. Quietness characterises the house 
coal trade, and but few of the coal tips at the places of shipment 
are in operation, 

The colliers in the employ of Messrs. Elliott, proprietors of Powell’s 
Duffryn Collieries, Aberdare, have been on strike for the past week, 
inconsequence of the masters having discharged the weigher, against 
the wishes of the workmen, 

A society, called “The Cambrian Emigration Society,” has been 
established at Merthyr, and at its first meeting the following reso- 
lutions were unanimously agreed to :— 

“That as the labour market of this country is overstocked, it is necessary, 
in order to ameliorate the condition of the working classes, that some means 
should be devised to take away the surplus, and this meeting is of opinion that 
emigration isthe best means of doingso; that as America presents many greater 
advantages to emigrants than other countries, and as the cost of the ocean pas- 
sage thither Is smaller than to other colonies, this meeting is of opinion that 
America is the best field for emigration; that this meeting approves of the 
objects of the Cambrian Emigration Society, and calls upon all friends of the 
movement to give the society their utmost assistance and support.” 

A large number of the workmen in the neighbourhood have joined 
the society, which bids fair to have some influence on the labour mar- 
ket of the district. The directors express a wish to make it one of 
the best societies yet established, and no assistance is to be given to 
those who refuse to make arrangements with their creditors, 

Mr. H. Jones, manager of the Blaengwawr and Aberewmboy Col- 
lieries, has been presented by the men working under him and a few 
friends with an address, a gold watch and pencil-case, and his own 
portrait, on the occasion of his retiring from the management of 
the above collieries, at Aberdare.

WELSH STEAM COAL.—For several years previous to 1866 the steam 
coal of South Wales, known as smokeless coal, was almost exclusively 
used on board the vessels and steamers of the Royal Navy, and it gave 
general satisfaction as regards the speed attained and the evapora- 
tive power, In consequence of the recommendations of a committee 
appointed in 1866, at the instance of some of the North of England 
members, who complained that undue preference was shown to South Wales 
coal, it was determined that Navy contracts for the future should be in the pro- 
portion of two-thirds Welsh and one-third North Country coals, the mixture, it 
was alleged, giving superior results to either coalalone. ‘This arrangement was 
observed for about two years, but it was soon discovered that the mixed coal 
did not do the service of Welsh used alone. Repeated complaints followed from 
the Navy officers of the inefficiency of the fuel, and the result has been that the 
old arrangement is again reverted to, and Welsh smokeless coal is exclusively in 
use. This decision on the part of the Admiralty authorities will add consider- 
ably to the demand for South Wales coal, and indirectly it will be a material 
benefit to the trade, in consequence of the reputation for quality that will thus 
be given to the coal. It may be added that information has been received that 
the Navy of the Federal States of Germany will in future use Welsh coal. 


CENTRAL WALES EXTENSION RAILWAY.—On Tuesday afternoon 
a banquet was given in the Town Hall, Llandovery, by the landowners 
of the district, in celebration of the opening of the Central Wales Ex- 
tension Railway, between the towns of Llandwrtyd and Llandovery, 
which has been constructed in completion of the Central Walessystem, 
under the guarantee of the London and North-Western Railway Com- 
pany. The new line, though only 12 miles in length, will have the 
effect of materially reducing and opening up a new route between the 
mineral district of South Wales and the towns of Manchester, Liverpool, Bir- 
mingham, Wolverhampton, and the adjacent manufacturing districts. The line, 
though so short, contains several important works, including a tunnel through 
aslate hillof nearly three-quarters of a mile long, and an aqueduct 1000 ft. long 
and 109 feet high. It has been constructed under the superintendence of Mr. 
Robertson, C.E. At the banquet Mr. Campbell-Davys, of Noyadd, one of the 
directors of the Central Wales and the Vale of Towey Railways, &c., presided ; 
and amongst those present were—Sir C. R. Broughton, Bart., director of the 
Central Wales Railway ; Sir J. Mansell, Bart., Central Wales Railway ; G. Price, 
M.P.; R. Moon, Chairman of the London and North-Western Railway ; Messrs. 
J. Bancroft, Crossfield, and Bickersteth, directors of the London and North- 
Western Railway ; also, Mr. W.Cawkwell, general manager ; S, Reay, secretary; 
G. Findlay, manager; H. Wordhouse, engineer ; Clarke, assistant ; Rigg, 








locomotive superintendent ; J. Bishop, district manager; E. Wood; W. Pachett, 
Great Western joint superintendent and secretary ; Messrs. Robertson and Mack. 
intosh, engineers, Central Wales Railway ; S. Benson, Chairman of the Swansea 
Harbour Trustees ; J. W. James, general manager of the Swansea Harbour; 
G. B. Strick, of the Brynamman Works; J. E. Harris, secretary of the Swansea 
Vale Railway ; W. Lane, manager of the Monmouthshire Railway ; M. Evans, 
director of the Central Wales Railway ; D. W. Phillips, of the Llanelly Railway 
and Dock Company, and some 70 or 80 gentlemen connected with the commercial 
and agricultural interests of the district and the surrounding localities. After 
the usual toasts, the Chairman gave‘ The Health of the directors of the London 
and North-Western Railway Company,’’ coupled with the name of Mr. Moon, 
He said that great company, wherever its linesran, had brought prosperity, and 
he trusted the same success might attend their coming into that locality. They 
had also to thank the company for rescuing them from a rival one, who had them 
weighed down by exorbitantcharges. Mr. Moon hoped the railway would bring 
increased prosperity to that district. They had had toencounter many difficul- 
ties during the ten years the Central Wales Railway had been in progress, owing 
to the apathy of the landownersin the firstinstance. All these were overcome 
and he believed the shareholders would now receive a better dividend than any 
other line in Wales. The London and North-Western Company were cautious 
in entering on new ventures, but they had the reputation that when they did 
take a line in hand they persevered until they made ita success, (Cheers.) They 
intended this railway to be a great success: The health of the landowners of the 
district and other toasts were also honoured. 





MERTHYR COAL TRADE.—The coal trade at Cyfarthfa is being well 
developed, and any day the pleasing spectacle is to be seen of long lengths of 
wagons labelled “ Cory’s steam coal,’’ waiting tobeloaded. At Plymouth there 
is also great activity, so it is to be hoped that, unlike Staffordshire, men’s wages 
may go up, not down. 


THE RHYMNEY WATERWORKS.—The Rhymney Ironworks Com- 
pany have conferred a great boon on the population by erecting these water- 
works, which reflect great credit on the chief engineer, Mr. Joseph Quick, South- 
wark, London; and on Mr. Wilkinson Smith, resident engineer. The Blaen 
Rhymney reservoir, whence the waterworks tanks are supplied, holds 10,000,000 
gallons of water. In order to preserve a sufficient supply of water for the iron- 
works in the Newtown pond, it is madeto contain an extra amount of water, so 
that supplying the inhabitants may not be detrimental to what may be required 
for the company’s operations. The extra capacity is sufficient for holding 
25,000,000 gallons. The subsiding reservoir holds 400,000 gallons. The filter water 
tank holds 100,000 gallons. Each filter is capable of filtering 112,000 gallons in 
12 hours. The cast-iron pipes for conveying the water from the filters to the 
houses were supplied by Mr. Spittle, of Newport. There are about eight miles 
of pipe-laying. Mr. Bugbird, of London, was the contractor for this work. The 
valves and hydrants were supplied by Messrs. Beck and Co., Southwark, who also 
supplied the fittings for houses. * * * Asanitary inspector would find much 
to reform in the neighbourhood of Rhymney.—@ambria Daily Leader. 


DISCOVERY OF LEAD ORE AT LLANTRISSANT.—About half-way 
between Pentyrch and Llantrissant, at a place called ‘“‘ The Smelting,” a good 
lode of lead ore has been lately discovered. Some two or three hundred years 
ago, it is believed, there was a very extensive lead mine at that place, but how 
it came to be abandoned is not known. A few months ago a gentleman from 
Cardiganshire—Mr. James, who isa good practical miner—commenced to search 
for the lode, and in ashort time he was successful. He has raised already about 
20 tons, worth at least 207. perton. This lead mine is likely to be a large one, 
and to prove very profitable.—Central Glamorgan Gazette, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


JUNE 25.—The Preliminary Meeting of the Ironmasters of this dis- 
trict was held at Birmingham this afternoon. It was unanimously 
resolved to adhere to the prices fixed upon three months ago. The 
only other business transacted was the passing of a resolution re- 
questing the committee of the association to direct their attention to 
the rates charged by railway companies on goods traffic, with a view 
to rectifying sundry existing anomalies. 

Mr. Robert Heath, one of the principal ironmasters of North Staf- 
fordshire, has commenced to work the mines of coal and iron on the 
Grange Estate, between Hanley and Burslem, a portion of the pro- 
perty belonging originally to the ill-starred North Staffordshire Steel, 
Iron, and Coal Company (Limited). 

The subject of the consumption or prevention of smoke continues 
to occupy the anxious attention of the various local governing bodies 
in the Potteries. A few weeks since some 200 of the leading inhabi- 
tants of Hanley addressed a memorial to the Home Secretary, in 
which they alleged that the Town Council of the borough had ne- 
glected to enforce those provisions of the Sanitary Act of 1866 which 
have reference to the consumption of smoke, and praying that a 
Government Inspector might be sent down to investigate and report 
upon the subject. Mr. Gathorne Hardy forwarded a copy of this 
memorial to the Town Council, and the subject was fully discussed 
at a special meeting held this morning. The mayor (Mr. W.S. Roden, 
managing partner of the Shelton Bar Ironworks) protested in the 
strongest terms against the idea of a Government Inspector being 
called in, and defended the council from the imputation of indiffer- 
ence and negligence. After a discussion, a reply to the memorial 
was adopted. The mayor, in the course of discussion, said he could 
prove that thousands of pounds had been spent in the borough in 
attempts to abate the nuisance; and, further, he could prove that 
those who framed and brought in the Sanitary Act had a direct in- 
terest in patents for smoke consumption. It was, in short, a job 
from beginning to end. 

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders in the North Stafford- 
shire Railway Company was held at Stoke, on Wednesday, when it 
was resolved to apply to the Board of Trade under the new Act for 
an extension of time in which to construct the Potteries loop line, 
and also divers short loops and branches intended further to deve- 
lope the mineral wealth of the district. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


JUNE 25,—During the past week there has been some slight im- 
provement in the Iron and Coal Trade throughout the district, and the 
men are rather better employed than they have been, still short time 
is the rule at most of the collieries as well as at the ironworks, Most 
of the foundries are kept moderately well going in pipes and general 
castings. Most of the furnaces continue in blast, but as a conse- 
quence the quantity of pig on hand is largely increasing. In coal 
the demand has not much improved, as many new depots of late hav- 
ing been opened out at King’s Cross, &c., and so dividing the trade. 
From Staveley about 1000tons a week is being forwarded tothe metro- 
polis, whilst the average of the lastfew weeks at Clay Cross has been 
fully maintained, although the company at this time last year sent 
to London 1000 tons a day. A good many of the furnaces continue 
in blast, so that stocks of iron are now very largeon hand. Through- 
out the wholeof the district short time is the rule, and the same state 
of things exists in the adjoining county of Leicester. On the direct 
route from Chesterfield to Sheffield a large number of collieries are 
now being opened out, and it is said a new coal field comprising at 
least 1000 acres. 

There is a slight improvement in several of the branches of the 
Sheffield trade, more particularly those relating to the heavy steel 
departments. The ironworks in the same locality are showing symp- 
toms of improvement. At Thorncliffe there is rather more doing in 
pipes and general castings, whilst at Milton and Elsecar the Messrs. 
Dawes continue to find full work for all their men, so that all the 
mills are kept fully going. In coal there has been no improvement 
in the demand during the past week. The trade to London continues 
very quiet, and with the present rates is likely to remain so, as local 
coalmasters are unable to compete with those in more favoured situa- 
tions, and where the traffic rate is much less. During the past week 
there has been rather more doing to Hull, so that freights by water 
have increased about 10s, per keel from Elsecar, For coke there is 
a very fair demand for the home ironworks, as well as for those in 
Lincolnshire and Derbyshire. 

Not only in the Barnsley district, but in several others, extending 
throughout the entire coal field from Nottingham to Leeds, new col- 
lieries are being opened out. One of the largest is, probably, that a 
Monk Bretton, where Mr. Bradley, the head sinker, has gone through, 
no less than 12 yards in a week, and which, lying on the direet line’ 
of the new railway from Cudworth to Barnsley, promises to be one 
of the most flourishing concerns in the district, A new coal field is 
likely to be opened out at a place called Havercroft, near Barnsley, 
and which it is said is highly satisfactory to the promoters, Messrs. 
Sutcliffe and Hibberd, as far as they have gone. 

Last week I gave some particulars of the West Yorkshire Iron and 
Coal Company’s new works at West Ardsley. The “Iron Trade Re- 
view ” states that the works have been carried out from plans by, and 
under the superintendenceof, Mr. J. Gjers, engineer, Middlesborough, 
and are excellent models both of design and of completeness of ar- 
rangement. The works are planned for a range of four blast-furnaces, 
or which two are already completed. There are two sets of heating 
stoves (eight to each set) for heating the blast; an engine-house con- 
taining two blowing-engines; a set of five boilers for supplying steam 
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a 
for blowing, and also for working the hoist ; a pump-house for two 
of Cameron’s pumps, for forcing the water up to a large tank cover- 
ing the engine-house ; and a range of bunkers, with locomotive in- 
cline, for holding the stock of materials. There is also a handsome | 
range of shops and offices, and all the minor appendages of a large | 
establishment, the whole extending over a site of upwards of 20 acres | 
The furnaces are much larger than any in the district, and are fitted 
up with close tops, with cone and hopper arrangements for charging. | 
The materials are lifted to the top of the furnaces by means of a pneu- | 
matic hoist, patented by Mr. Gjers, and which is remarkable for its | 
simplicity and steadiness in working. The blowing-engines are of 
the vertical direct-acting kind, arranged by Mr. Gjers on a new gene- 
ral principle. They have 32 in. diameter steam cylinders, and 72 in. 
diameter blowing cylinders, with 5 ft. stroke ; and each is calculated 
to blow upwards of 10,000 cubic feet of air per minute. On the es- 
tate the West Ardsley Iron and Coal Company are also constructing 
a large number of dwelling-houses for the workpeople, these struc- 
tures being built with due regard to the sanitary and other comforts 
of their future occupants.

Jliery, who lost his life by the second explosion in the Oaks Pit, along with Mr. 
Parkin Jeffcock, and others, was uncovered in the Barnsley Cemetery. It bears 
the following inscription :—‘‘In memory of John Smith, underviewer at the 
Lundhill Colliery, who lost his life in the Oaks explosion, whilst exploring with 
a party of volunteers, on the 13th of December, 1866, aged 36 years.’’ 















REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


JuNE 24.—When makers raise the price of their iron it is a sure 
sign that there is life in the market, and as all brands have been ad- 
vanced from 3d. to 1s. a ton the rise may be pronounced to be gene- 
ral. The reduction of the German and Austrian tariffs for iron, the 
one from the lst proximo, and the other from Sept. 1 next, will un- 
doubtedly bring an increase of demand to this country, which will 
react beneficially on prices, and add to our exports. This is being 
felt to some extent already, and by Sept. 1 the feeling will be increased. 
In the meantime, our Pig-Iron market is being improved by purchases 
made through brokers for moneyed outsiders, who, finding their ca- 
pital in bank producing next to nothing, are investing in “ warrants,” 
at such prices as will in all probability yield them something more 
handsome than even 2 per cent. ‘These speculators, in fact, could 
scarcely have come into the market at a more opportune moment, as 
they have succeeded in most instances in purchasing at the price of 
production, and are thus at least insured against all loss, as itis not 
probable that pigs will be allowed to fall below the cost of manufac- 
ture. On Monday the market opened strong, with a brisk business 
doing at 52s, 6d. cash, and 52s, 9d. a month, closing with buyers a 
shade less; yesterday was better, and 52s, 74d. cash, and 52s, 10} 

a month, were the quotations, closing buyers 4d. a ton less; to-day 
the market opened weaker, and about 2000 tons were done at 52s. 6d. 
cash, and 52s, 9d. a month ; but closed firmer, buyers 52s. 7d. cash, 
and 52s, 10d. a month ; sellers 2d. per tonhigher. Makers have again | 
advanced prices, and are now from 6d. to 2s. a ton higher than when | 
I last wrote. Coltness No. 1 is now 60s. per ton ; Gartsherrie, 56s. 6d. 
per ton; Calder and Langloan, 55s, per ton; Glengarnock, 55s. ; all 
Eglinton brands, 52s. 6d.; No. 1, g.m.b., 52s. 9d. ; No. 3, 50s. 9d. 
The increased shipments this month till date favour an advance in 
price, and were for the week just ended 13,160 tons, against 10,550 
tons in the corresponding week of last week. These tend to more 
nearly equalise our exports this year with those of 1867, which would 
have been completely accomplished had we not imported so largely 
from Middlesborough, as compared with the previousyear. The de- 
mand for Bar Iron keeps up, and, if anything, is firmer as to price. 
The orders are not numerous, but are sufficient to keep the works 
going from week to week, and faith and patience have to do all the 
rest, There being no stocks in warehousekeepers’ hands, and makers 
not being over particular in these times, small orders, that were in 
more prosperous days taken out of warehouse, are sent direct to the 
makers, who count “small fish better than none.” And this is the 
way the bar trade is being carried on from day to day. The other 
branches of the business are no better reported of, with the single 
exception of ship iron, which is still in demand, 

For Coals there is a slightly better enquiry, and quotations are 
getting rather firmer, but no advance has been established, sale coal- 
masters waiting on the action of the coiliers with regard to the 
threatened strike, which was to have been settled on the 18th inst., 
but was deferred for a fortnight, in order to allow the men time to ;

had no sympathy with the strike ; they loitered anywhere to avoid 
supporting the stump speakers ; and some of them informed us that 
they would have given a good deal to have been left to do their work. 
However, this “mass” meeting, no doubt, after considering the ab- 
sence of the great majority who were rendered idle to be present, 
took a second thought before striking, and resolved on cogitating 
for another fortnight before plunging into it. This was wise, for 
some of their brethren in Ayrshire, after a 14 days’ strike, had re- 
solved to return to their pits at the old prices, being convinced that 
the “state of the trade could not afford more.” The coal shipments 
of the week, by way of a refresher, may be set down at 22,150 tons, 
against 24,300 tons in the same week last year—no very hopeful con- 
trast for those anxious to strike. 

The whole machinery and working plant of Cooper and Sharp, 
iron merchants, &c., Coatbridge, is to be -sold by auction towards the 
beginning of July; and the oil refinery, and ground on which it is 
situated, of Lester, Wyllie, and Co., Kirkintilloch, is to pass under 
the hammer in the same month. 

Last week, after undergoing certain alterations, one of the blast- 
furnaces at Summerlee was set to work, according to the patent held 
by Mr, Edinbrooke, of Rochey Ironworks. The object of this patent 
is to utilise for heating purposes the gases generated in the furnace, 
which were formerly allowed to escape. In the dome of the newly- 
altered furnace a series of 12 holes are formed, leading to a flue 
between thelining and the casing. The flue is connected with ashaft, 
through which the gas is drawn downwards to the heaters below, and 
in passing through them is ignited by a small fire, thereby producing 
a higher degree of heat than can be obtained with the use of dross 
or coals, the heat produced by this gas being 1100°, while the usual 
heat with coal, &c., is about 900°. Any danger arising from an ex- 
plosion of the gases is obviated by a valve placed at the top of the 
flue leading from the furnace to the heaters, which the keeper shuts 
when casting. The furnace must always be kept full of minerals, 
otherwise the gas escapes upwards. To facilitate the labour of the 
fillers, as many doors as possible have been constructed at the mouth 
of the furnace, and filling goes on continually, so as not to let the 
furnace “away.” We believe that the Summerlee Company intend 
heating another furnace with the superfluous gas from the newly-al- 
tered furnace, as much being utilised by the process as serves for two.
